according to the ancient Teutonic + conception of justice, the leader 
of the Nation was also its supreme judge. If, therefore, the Fuhrer invests 
the authority of a judge on a third person, it not only implies that this 
person receives his judge's power from the Fuhrer and is responsible to him, 
but it also proves the close relutionship between leadership and the duties 
of a jucge.

I, therefore, decided to issue "Judges! Letters" which will be sent 
to all German judges and attorney Generals. In particul.r these "Judges! 
Letters" will contain such decisions, which, in my opinion, merit special 
„ttention in view of their results er proofs, I propose to chew by means of 
these decisions how a better decision could, unc should have been made. On 
the other hand it is proposed to point cut us examples correct decisions of 
importance to the community, 


Last Para, 

The contents of the letters are confidential, They will te haded to 
all Judges and District attorneys (Stiatsanwalte) by the departmental chiefs, 
against receipt. 

I am convinced that the "Judges! Letters" will contribute considerably 
towards the creation of a German corps of judges, homogeneous in spirit,

Extract from No, 4, CRIME sGaINST FOREIGN CURRENCY LAWS PY a JEW. 


The accused, a 36 year ol. Jew, took over the textile business of his 
deceased father in 1936 and emigrated to Folland in 1938, In 1941 he was 
arrested in amsterdam...ceccccee 
Last Para. 

The County Court decided that "for the reasons stated by the accused" 

a particularly serious case under para 42 of the Foreign Currency Law of 

4 Feb 44, and para 60 of the Foreign Currency Law of 12 Dec 38, did not 
exist. It sentenced the accused to a total imprisonment of two years, (and 
fined him 9,000 RM.) including the time spent in prison on remand and 
preliminary arrest, 

The judgment, in considering the reasons for the sentence, takes into 
consiceration the mitigating circumst.nces and states that the accused was, 
in principle, without previous conviction; that he had been under a certain 
amount of compulsion owing to the uction of his futher and the subborness of 
his sister, One crime had inevitably been followed by another, Furthermore, by 
making a confession he had gre.tly assisted in clurifying the whole evidence, 
The lengthy period of criminal concuct is then quoted as an aggravating factor, 
ag well as the faudulent conduct towards German authorities, and the demands 
made of his former employees,

COMMENTS BY THE REICH MINISTER OF JUSTICE 


In deciding the sentence, the Court is using the same considerations 
which would be applied if the accused had been & German national, This is 
not admissable, «a Jew is an enemy of the German people, who has plotted, 
stirred vp and prolonged this war. Thus he has brought unspeakable misery 
upon our German nation, He is not only of a different, but also of an 
inferior racial type. Justice demandis that equal measures must not be 
applied to tho unequal and that this racial point of view must not be over- 
looked in deciding the sentence, In passing a sentence on the accused, 
who was — as is typical for a Jew - a profiteer to the detriment of German 
interests, it ought to heve been considered first and foremost, that he 
had-extracted considerable sums from the German people over a period of 
years, Like so many of his race, he deliberately and selfishly damaged 
vital German interests by ruthless profiteering and fraud, He abused 
German hospitality which had enabled him end his father to accumulate a 
considerable fortune, and finally did not hesitate to entice Germans who 
were economically dependant on hin, to commit grave breaches of the Foreign 
Currency Laws, which endanged their entire existence. The question of 
whether or not this was a particularly serious case, should have been 
examined with a view to.the general aspect of the German people, It did 
not suffice in this connection to refer to the unconvincing statements of 
the accused himself who was certainly not under compulsion during all those 
four years, but who was acting in his own interest and on his own initiative. 
The typically Jewish conduct, which is prejudicial to National interests, 
demanded the sternest judgment and the most severe punishment, In view of 
those reasons considerations of the psychology of the Jew and his family 
should have been a matter of utter insignificance,

P. 23, No, 14, REFUSAL TO GIVE THE GERMAN SALUTE BY A SCHOOL CHILD. 
Decision of & juvenile court on 21 Sept 40. 


An 11 year olà girl attracts attention by constantly refusing to 
give the Hitler salute in school. She states that the reason is her 
religious conviction and even quotes passages from the Bible, At school 
she shows no interest in questions relating to the Fihrer. 

The parents,who have another daughter 6 years old, approve of the 
child's conduct and stubbornly refuse to influence the child to the con- 
trary. They, too, refuse the Hitler salute and refer to a quatation from 
the Bible "Do nothing with thy hand raised because this displeases the Lord", 
They adhere to this in spite of admonitions by the Court and by the Director 
of the school. The mother comnletely refuses to talk to the child about 
it. The father agre:s to talk it over with the child, but the decision is 
to be left to her. In other ways too the parents show signs of being 
opposed to the National Socialist State. They do not possess a single 
Swastika flag. They have not arranged for their child to join the Hitler 
Youth. They have been barred from the NSV, because they have not made 
eny donations in spite of a sufficient income by the husband, all the 
same, they deny being opponents of the National Socialist Movement. 

The department for the care of Juveniles has recommended that, 
owing to this attitude, the parents should be deprived of their jurisdiction 
over their two children. 

The juvenile court has declined, and has merely decreed protective 
supervision, 
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COMMENTS BY THE REICH MINISTER 
OF JUSTICE, 


The judge of the juvenile court in his decision, has misunderstood 
the principles of National Socialist Youth Education. The parental home, 
the school and the Hitler Youth are the executives of the education of German 
youth (Law regarding the Hitler Youth, of 1 Dec 35). In collaboration, 
with each doing its pert of the work, they must fulfill their educational 
task which was entrusted to them by the comm.nity. To make our youth fit in 
mind and body; to educate them to serve the nation and community in the 
spirit of national socialism - that is the educational aim of their concerted 


It was. therefore, the duty of the judge of the juvenile court to 
cancel the jurisdiction of the parents over the children simply by virtue 
of the fact that parents, who openly profess the ideas of the ‘Bibelforscher"4 
are not fit to educate their children in the National Socialist spirit.

my stay in St. Gilles I was five times interrogated. On the 
occasion of three of these interrogations I was violently beater 
with the fist or with the nod, perticularly in the face, which 
necessitated medical attention for five days. 

fs no proof coul? te found regarding my secret activitics 
I was transferre to the Gcstapo &s a Jew, The Gestapo callec 
for us at St. Gallis in a prison van and I was ‘transferre to 
tho military camp et Dossin & Malines, I and five of my com- 
panions were beaten anc ill-treated by a civilian and two sol- 
aiers in uniform, who were with us in the lorry. 


2) I stayed in Malines for several hours. I was then 5tt^choC 
to a trensport of 1,500 people, men, women m^? chil?ron, On 
leaving 211 drew 250 grammes of bread for 2 journgy of four 

: anc five nights. We had been previously robbed of all the

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I have never seen the trolleys for the trensport of 
corpses personally, nor have I soon the ov ens operating;

which was serving the gas chambers and ovens livecd with us ma 
heve ziven mo all the Cetoils. This special working prrty was 
called Son’orkommen’o (speciol eommando)s A certain Jacob 
Weinschein of Paris, who is ^ survivor of this commando, is 
personally know to mo, He escape? death because ho was in hos- 
pit^l when his companions were cassoc’. In point of fact members 
of this commando were, themselves, put to Ceath in the mas 
chamber after two sarrthrce months of empleyment. I know this 
fect, which was wihuessedtuy the new comm^n?óo which replaced 
them nnd whose first task it was to z^s their prececessors, 
They were selected form the new arrivals, who were completely 
ignorant of the procedure in seperation. They told us that they 
ha to transport the corpses cf their gassed crmrbdes, who had 
been tattoocd on tho first cay of work. 


As soon as tho Red Army approcchoc in /ugust 1944, the 
cashes from the cremation ovens were oxhumcd by the prisonors 
by orcer of the SS, I have held a handful of these ashes my- 
self. I have scon them carried to the edge of a river which 
crosse the camp. The work was not carrice out by the gonder- 
kommanco but by several huncreecs of prisoners of the camp it- 
self, > 


5) "Kenada" was the name for tho commando whose task it 
was to Cischarse tho lurzage of the new arrivals. Those whe 
belonged to it wcre thosc in quarantine, that is to say, who 
Aid not live in tho bir camp out in tho small camp where wo, 
ourselves, wero living, tor ther with a sonderkommanto, but 
not in the same barracks. They were mace to loa’ the lurrare 
on to lorrges which were thom Criven to a unknown Costin^tion 
by the SS, ^n^ sometimes on to wnczons to n Festinntion in 
Borlin, Like ^11 those who were in quarantine, they were carmar= 
ken to be executed, sftor a certain timo, /s regarfssthe inci- 
Cent which I have mentioned in my momorancum on pege 5, which 
took place in Jugust 1944, it wes relrtdd to me by witnesses 
who took part in the proceüuro, 


6) Moll wes onc of those who selected tho persons for the 
vens chamber and those who wore to zo to tho bir comp on arrival 
of fresh transport, He amissd himself oy beating the prisoners 
with indescribenble violence. These scenes repeated themselves 
continually. Moll wos a ro:l srdist, I have seen him personally, 
stoppin- on several occasions in front of the crematorium which 
was still smoking, and ppintins with his finzer to the scene and 
acdressinz himself to Schillinger, Rapportfuchrer (Translators 
note: in charge of roll call), who wes also outstencing for his 
brutality. Latercon, when I stayed in the bir eamp I witne sscd 
almost daily, how Moll, Schillincer anc Block Lender Porocki 
amuscd themselves by beating anc brutally treating prisoncrs 
returning from the mines after sixteen hours of work. They 
always hanled a kind of rubber truncheon which wes inlaic 

with a steel roc, 


To mention one of the thousand incidents: once, when 
a party returned from wopk, one of the 200 prisoners failed 
to lift his cap in the prescribed manner; the complete party 
was made mede to stay outsids and do physical exercises by way 
of punishment, This was in mid-winter. 
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7) I know that there were approximately 30.000 women 
in the women's camp because I had estoblished cortain contacts 
with tho women who came to collect petatocs. When I wes trens- 
forno? to tho bir camp I wes able to continuo that contact 

by talking through the barbec wire which separated us fron tho 
noutrel zone which ran between tho c*mps of tho women enc the 
camps of tho mon, 


As recarcs the German personnel] which were respon- 
sible for the running @ the c^mp, I can only zive those details 
which nre contained in ny momorancum, oxcopt in réspect of 
the indentity of (1) Hnuptsturmfuehrer Schw^rz con^ (ii) 
Obersturmfuchrer Schotel (translater's noto: those words are 
suggestän: Captain SS, and Major SS respectively). When I 
arrived in 1942 they were both in office anc were sup ervisins 
tho assembly of the camp, Taey were sizning the execution war- 
ronts of the persons sclected at general roll calls approxima- 
tely every fortnight by obcrsturmbannfuchrer Fischer (trans- 
lators note: the rank is probably Major), who wes a military 
medical officer: in order to be sent to the czas chambers for 
tho execution of those comdemned to be hengec, or shot by 
a firing party. 


Schotel left in 1945 in orcer to take over a cifferent 
comp, whereas Schwarz remaincd until January 1945, when wo 
were evacuated to PBuchenw^l^, I have s1roo?y referrec to the 
deeth of Schillin:or, who was killec by © beautiful woman 
I wes tol? of this incicent by witnesses who survived the 
tremsport; I know tho comcemnec ^s an actress anc Cancer. 


8) The "capos" were Acsignated by the SS, In order to 
become a Capo it wes necessary to Cistincuish one-sclf 

by killing prisoners. Moll, Porocki an! Schillinger, would 
say, for instsnec, when 200 Catainces were lorvinz the camp 
an? the erpo m^?e his report, that thers wore 50 too many, or 
in other words that 150 wero to teturn. It was them up to 

the Capos to kill them or to heve them kille by other prisomr 
ners who, thansolvos, would thon have ^ chance of becoming 
cenpos, 


I know the names of Thien, Daniusch, Georges Bur- 
zyk, Otto Pelz, Simmermann, Kotular and others because they 
were bonstinz nhout it in zoner^l, ang particularly about the 
number of prisoners they had put to death. ás a rownur? they 
received cizarottos,. I know that Georzes Burzyk, who has kil- 
lec one of my best friends of tho name of Helm, a native of 
Brussels, by tramplinz on his stomach in front of my very 
eyes, has several thousand murders on his conscience, 


JI have no knowlc?ozo of any special reasons which 
mirht have beon responsible for the betterment of concitions 
in the camp in 1945. 


I had occasion to talk to women ^n? mon who hee 
un’erzone experimontal operations such as abortion, artifi- 
csl inscminstion and castration. Tho names cro no longer in 

mind, Ihe facts which I am reporting have been told to mo 
by the victims or by personal witnesses, 


I am absolmtoly cortain that they are correct. 
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The Czechoslovak comp was situated between tho camp 
of quarentine an? the biz camp. I was able to soo it from the 
big emp where I lived at that time, I then lerrned from wit- 
nesses who heppsned to be in the comp of quarantine, end who 
succeded in passing that information on to mo that all inma- 
tes of the enmp hed been gassode i

I was beaten and brutally treoted on various occasions,

Ich habe persoenlich Kinder 
den ganzen Bahndamm entlang liegen schen, welche 
von der SS an dcn Abhang gestosscn worden waren, 
wachrend andere SS-Leutc die Muctter daran hinder- 
ten, sich dcr Kinder anzunehmen, Zweieinhalb Mona- 
te lang war ich an diescr Bahnhof-Station beim Abla- 
den von Kartoffeln beschacftigt und ich hatte reich- 
lich Gelcgenheit, wiedcrholt Zeuge achnlicher Szenen 
zu sein, oft sogar mehrmals am Tage.

On the occasion of these actions, many moro difficultics occurred owing to 
tho fact that the Jows tric’ cvery means in order to dodge evacuation 
("Aussiedelung"). Net only did they try to flce, but they conecaled themselves 
in ı Very imacinable cornor, in pipes, chimneys, cvon in sewers, otc. They 
wuilt barricades in passaccs.of catacombs, in collars cnlurgec to dugeouts, in 
undersround holes, in cunninrly contrived hicing-placcs in attics ond sheds, with- 
in furniture, otc. 


Tho smaller the number of Jews romaining in tho District, the harder their 
resistance. Arms of 211 kinds, amonz them those cf Italian make, were used for 
defense. The Jows purchascd these italian arms from Italian soldiers stationed 
in the District for high sums in Zloty currency.

Subject: Employment of Jews; here: Exchange of Jews in essential 
employment against Polish labor, 


In agreement with the Chief of the Security Police and the 
SD, Jews who are still in empioyment are, from now on, to be evacuated 
from the territory of the Reich and are to be replaced by Poles, who 
are being deported from the General Gouvernement, 


The Chief of the Security Police advises (us) under the date 
of 26 October 1942 that it is anticipated that during the month of 
November the evacuation of Poles in the Lublin district will begin, in 
order to make room there for the settlement of persons of German race 
(Volksdeutsche). 


The Poles who are to be evacuated as a result of this measure 
will be put into concentration camps and put to work where they are 
criminal or asocial elements. The remaining Poles where they aro suit- 
able for labor, will be transported — without family - into the Reich, 
particularly to Berlin; there they will be put at the disposal of the 
labor allocation offices to work in armament factories instead of the 
Jews who are to be replaced. 


The Jews who will become available as a result of the employ- 
ment of Polish labor will be deported on a shuttle system. This will 
apply first to Jews engaged in menial work since they can be exchanged 
most easily. The roinalining so-called "qualified" Jewish laborers will 
be left to the industries until their Polish replacements have been 
made sufficiently familiar with the work processes by a period of 
ap.renticeship to be determined for each case individually. Loss of 
production in individual industrics will thus be reduced to the absolute 
minimum,

THE JEWISH FOOD SITUATION 


The Jewish section of the population, as we know, is subjected to 
gencral living conditions which are still worse than those of the Poles, 
and the uncertainty of life for them is increased by the continually 
changing orders and regulations affecting their day-to-day existence, 

In regard to food supplies, they are brought under a completely separate 
system, which is obviously aimed at depriving them of the most elemental 
necessities of life, 


The separate and isolated quarters of towns which the German 
authorities have assigned as ghettoes for the Jewish inhabitants are 
theoretically autonomously administered and are completely cut off from 
the outside world, They are under the supervision of special German 
commissaries, who have unrestricted powers, Economic life inside the 
ghetto, and in particular the question of food supplies for its inhabi- 
tants, is in the hands of the Jewish Council (Jüdenrat). All trade and 
commodity exchange, including the supply of foodstuffs, res on through 
& Special German or'an known as ti.c Transferstelle. This department 
is responsible for allocating and sellin: to the ghetto all kinds of 
goods, including food, as the respective German food or other depart 
ments allow at any moment, The goods thus obtained by the ghetto are 
distributed to the shops by the "Supplies Establishment," which is a 
special department under the Jewish Council. 


As a rule, the ghetto receives foodstuffs of two main categories, 
The first group consists of rationed goods, which are allocated in ace 
cordance with the number of inhabitants and on a ration unit basis, 
It includes the main food articles such as bread, meat, sugar, fats, 
etc, The second category consists of goods which arc not rationed in 
the strict sense of the word, but of which the sale to Jews is con- 
trolled and for which permission has to be given on each occasion by 
the German authorities. No article of food not included in either of 
these two categories can be sold to Jews, cither outside or inside 
the ghettocs, In Lay, 1941, the German authorities gave permission 
for barely 154 tons of vegetables to be taken into the Warsaw ghetto, 
this amount working out at about two-thirds of a pound per person 
per month. And this was a conparatively high quota, for in the pre- 
vious month only 48 tons had been allowed to come on to the ghetto 
market. In June, 1941, the quota of potatoes assigned to the ghetto 
was 67 tons and other vegetables 189,5 tons. In August there was 
some improvement in the situation, for the German authorities per- 
mitted the import of 100 tons of vegetables weekly into the ghetto, 
this working out at nino ounces per person, 


The quantity allowed in the ration is continually ch^nred, the 
tendency being to reduce the allotted quantities. The pessession of 
a ration card is by no means a guarantee that a ration will be 
obtainable. From information received through neutral sources s the 
weekly rations of the most important articles of food in the Warsaw 
ghetto during a certain unspecified period of 1941 were as follows:

Conditions were somewhat better in Cracow, where in March, 1941, 
the weekly ration for Jews was:

The above figures call for no comment, 


In such conditions the starving Jewish population has to resort 
to the purchase of food on the ghetto black market, which is supplied 
by smuggling over the walls at the danger of life, and by the extensive 
bribery of the German guards. Naturally, prices on the ghetto black 
market are considerably higher even by comparison with those on the 
Polish black market, The following figures relating to the autumn of 
1941 (in Warsaw) illustrate this disparity:

(Pre-war exchange rate was about 25 zlotys to the pound.) 


Thus, while the rations for Jews are only a half or a third of the 
rations for Poles, the prices on the black market are twice as high, 
A Jewish worker employed on forced labour, and receiving four zlotys a 
day (about 3s. ld.) could at that time (autumn, 1941) buy for that 
amount only half a kilo (1-1/8 1b.) of potatoes; a Jewish tailor earning 
50 zlotys weekly could buy only half a kilo of fats, 


Therefore the only hope of survival for the great majority of the 
Jews was in the communal assistance provided by the Jewish Council and 
various charitable organizations, In the summer of 1941 soup kitchens 
in the Warsaw :hetto were providing some 120,000 portions daily. 
This represented assistance to barely 25 per cent. of the total number 
of inhabitants, and only half the number actually needing help. 


The terrible shortage of food, coupled with the serious over- 
crowding and insanitary conditions of the ghettoes, has led to a 
fearful increase in the mortality rate from month to month. In August, 
1941, there were 5,620 deaths in the Warsaw ghetto, while in June, 1941, 
(the latest month for which figures have becn available), there were 
only 396 births. The inevitable decline in ghetto population thus re- 
sulting was compensated for by the continual influx of Jews driven into 
the ghettoes by the German authorities, who rounded them up n»t only 
from all over Poland, but from almost all Europe, 


In July, 1942, the German authorities started a process of 
wholesale extermination of the Jewish population of the gnettoes,

ul-tion themselves) would render harmless most of the enemies left 
behind after the retreat of the Red Army, It was the duty of the

tisan detachments, in Latvia units of the Latvian auxiliary police - 
therefore performed extensive executions both in the towns «nd in rural 
areas.

Therefore, 
at the ond of thc first pogrom a Jewish Conmittec was summoncd who 
were informed that the German authoritics so far hed not scen any rea- 
son to interfere in the quarrels between Lithouanians and Jews, The 
sole basis for creating a normal situation would be to construct a 
Jewish Ghetto, Against remonstrations made by the Jewish Committee, 
it was declarcd that there was no other possibility to prevent further 
pogroms, On this the Jews at once declared thomsclvos ready to do 
everything in their power to transfor their co-racials to the town 
district of Viriampol which was intcndod as a Jewish Ghotto and with 
the greatest possible speed, This own district lios in the triangle be- 
tween the Ifamel river end a tributary; it is connected with Kowno by one 
bridge only and can, therefore, casily be locked off. 


In Riga the so-called "Moskau suburb" was dostineted as a Ghetto. 
This is the worst dwelling district of Riga, already now mostly inhabited 
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by Jows, The transfer of the Jews into the Ghetto-district proved 
rather difficult beeause the Latvians dwelling in that district had to 

be evacuated and residential space in Riga is very crowded, 24,000 of 
the 28,000 Jews living in Riga have been transferred into the Ghetto 

so far, In creating the Ghctto, the Security Police restricted thems- 
elves to mere policing duties, while the establishment 2nd administration 
of the Ghetto as well as tho regulation of the food supply for the in- 
matcs of the Ghetto were left to Civil Administration; the Labor Offices

EL The fight against Jews, Freemasons and the forces allied to them or otherwise 
ideologically opposed to us, has always been a most urgent task of National 
Socialism, especially during the War which has been forced upon us. In order 
to secure, within the arcs occupied by Germany, all research material and the 
cultural effects of the groups indicated and to dispatch them to Germany, the 
Fuehrer at tho suggestion of Reichsleiter Rogonberg was ordered that librari 
archives, lodges and other ideological and cultural institutions of all kinds 
be searched for appropriate material and that this be secured for tho idco- 
logical instruction of the National Socialist Party.

The Special Purpose Staff (Einsatzstab) of Reichsleiter Rosenberg was charged 
with the carrying out of this task. In addition to this s.izuroof property, 

at the suggestion of the Director West of tae Special Purpose Steff it was 
proposed to the Reichsleiter that the furniture and other contents of the 
unguarded Jewish homes should also be secured and dispatched to the Minister 
for tho Occupied Eastern Territorios, for use in the occupied Eastern Torritor- 
ies. The Fuehrer agrecd to Reichsleiter Roscnberg!s proposal by means of thc 
letter of the Reich Minister and Chief of the Reich Chancery dated 31.12.51. 


The Special Purpose Staff of Reichsleiter Rosenberg was charged with carrying 
out this task in the occupied territories. The amount of work to be done 
in this section forced the Special Purpose Staff of Reichsleiter Rosenberg to 
return the mandate of 14.1.1942 to the Minister for the Occupicd Eastern

VASHINGTON. 


I have the honor to inform the Department that since the last 
elections held in Germany on Merch 5, 1933, the Consulate General 
has becn receiving visits from Americans domiciled or temporarily 
in Berlin who have made affidavits to the effect that they have been 
molested and maltreated in their homes or in the streets of this city 
by persons wearing the uniform of the National-Socialist party. A 
copy of the affidavits executed at this Consulate General and in one 
case at the Consulate General at Munich is transmitted herewith, but 
as a basis of the report to be made in this dispatch a brief resume 
of each case is given below: 


Leon Jaffe, an American citizen, bearer of passport No. 217672, 
issued at Washington May 1, 1930, and residing 2t 914 Hoe Avenue, 
New York City, who is the manager of the Newbury Manufacturing Com- 
pony of 68 Northamption Street, Boston, Massachusetts, and who is in 
Berlin on behalf of his firm, detlares that on Saturday, March 4, 
about l a.m, he was returning home when at the corner of the Leibnitz- 
and Bismarckstrassc he cncountered six men dressed in the brown National- 
Socialist uniform who, without any provocation on his part, bogon to 
hurl epithets such as “verfluchter Jude" and struck him, He explained 
in English thot he was an American and they allowed him to go without 
further molestation, 


Henry H. Sattler, an American citizen, boarer of Departmental 
passport No, 195326, issued on Moy 13, 1932, is living with his father 
in Berlin who has an advertising business here at Helmstaedterstrasse 
16 «nd in New York at 220 Fifth Avenuc, declares that on the morning 
of Morch 4 about 1 a.m, he was coming home from a restaurant in the 
company of two Germans when they were attacked at the Barborossa- 
Platz by about 15 men belonging to the National-Socialist party. They 
were struck without provocation, the police were called, and their 
statement was taken, 


Nathaniel S. Wollf, an American citizen, residing in Rochester, 
N.Y., declares that on March 6, about 5 a.m, there came into his room 
five or six National-Socialists with drawn revolvers, After abusing 
him he was token from his room in an automobile to another house where 
in a bare room his hands and feet were tied and he was subjected to 
various indignities including blows and physical injuries, His hands 
and fect were later untied by what was evidently a National-Socialist 
officer who apologized for the conduct of his associates and treated 
him with some kindness, but compelled him to sign a paper thet he 
would leave Berlin the next evening, The officer then told his assoe- 
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iates to release Mr, Wollf and left, but his associates instead of 
releasing Mr, Wollf took him in an automobile to the Grunewald on 
the outskirts of tho city where they made as though they would tie 
him to a tree ond beet him vith straps, and after having thoroughly 
terrorized him left him without money, going off in their automobile, 


Edwin Franden Dakin, of Hannibal, Missouri, bearer of Denart- 
mental passport No, 546684 issued August 8, 1932, declares that he 
is in Germany for study and that on the morning of March 6 at 1,30 
o'clock approximately five men entered his apartment and after throat- 
ening him with pistols and inflicting physical injury evidently satis- 
ficd themselves th t he was not the person they were looking for and 
left him without further molestation, He Geclares that several of the 
men who thrcatened him with revolvers were undoubtedly intoxicated, 


Phillip Zuckerman, an American citizen, bearer of Departmental 
passport No, 7466, issued June 7, 1929, temporarily in Berlin, but 
whose place of business is in Leipzig, declares that on Tuesday, March 
7, about 10.30 in the morning 2s he was lecving his office he was 
accosted on the Niederwallstrasse by two persons in National-Socialist 
uniform who suggested that he contribute to the funds of the "Hitler- 
Jugend" whereupon he offered one mark, but on being recognized as a 
Jew these persons demanded that he contribute at least twenty marks 
and threatened physical injury if he did not acquiesce, 


Salomon Friedmann, included in the passport of his father, Joseph 
Salomon, who is the bearer of passport No, 2 issued at the Consulate 
General at Berlin on May 16, 1929, declares th^t on March 7 on the 
Potsdamer Platz he was attacked by three Notional-Socialists who called 
him a Jew end struck him with rubber clubs, 


Max Schussler, an American citizen, bearer of Departmental passport 
No, 12877 issued April 13, 1929, temporarily residing in Berlin with 
his wife where he occupies an apartment, declares that he is in Berlin 
on business as he has considerable property here which he is looking 
after, He has among his properties 2 place occupied as a beer restaur- 
ant the occupant of which ~s soon as the present Hitler — Hugenberg 
Government came into power refused to continue to pay further rent, 
Mr. Schussler states that he took the usual steps legally to bring 
about the collection of the rent, and at 2 o'clock on the morning of 
March 7 his house was entered by two men in National-Socialist uniform 
and two others in civilian clothes who came into his bedroom and at 
the point of revolvers ordered him ond his wife to dress, His wife 
was compelled to take off her nightgown and appear completely naked 
before the intruders, After they had dressed at the point of pistols 
and after continued threats he was compelled to sign several documents 
to the effect that he would not continue to proceed agcinst his tenant 
either for eviction or for payment of rent, He was told that if he on 
the next day endeavored to chenge his decision he would be dead, . 


Louis Berman, an Americ^n citizen, bearer of Departmental pass- 
port No. 344925 issued February 28, 1931, declares that he is a med- 
icol student in the University of Berne and came to Berlin on March @ 
for a brief holiday, That night while passing along the Linienstrasse 
at about 12.30 o'clock on his way to his lodgings he w^s accosted by 
four men in N-tional-Socialist uniform who attacked him and in the 
scuffle he declares that his briefcase containing $285 and private 
papers disappeared, 


Herman I, Roseman, an Auerican citizen, bearer of Departmental 
passport No, 308868 issued August 27, 1930, declares that on March 10 
about 4,30 in the afternoon he came out of the K.d.W. department store 
with his fiancee when a man in S.A. uniform stepped on his toe purposely 
which was the beginning of further molestation during which he was given 
various blows in the presence of policemen who did not interfere, 
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Julian Fuhs, bearer of passport No. 35 issued by the Consulate 
General at Berlin on January 6, 1931, states that hé is a naturalized 
American citizen temporarily in Germany where he is writing a history 
of music while his wife, « Germ^n citizen, operates a restaurant in 
Nuernbergerstrasse 16, He declares that on Saturday, March 11, be- 
tween 1 and 2 a.m. sever^l S.A. men entered the restaurant of his vife 
and took him into a toilet room where ho was physically -ssoultod. 

The police were called in and in this instance seem to have given 
certain protection to Mr, Fuhs and to his wife, 


It is interesting to note th^t all of the above Americans ore 
Jews with the excention of Hr, Dakin, The Consulate Gener:l is satis- 
fied that in every one of these cases the att-ck upon the persons and 
hones of these Americans was unprovoked ond brought about through the 
assumption thot they were Jews. It is not believed that the attacks 
were made upon them as Americ-ns or as foreigners, but on the ground 
that they were Jews, 


The first cases reported to the Consulate General were those of 
Messrs, Wollf, Sattler ond Dakin, and as the circumstances in the cose 
of Mr. Wollf were particularly aggravated it was obvious that immediate 
and adequate steps would have to be taken in order to prevent further 
molestation of Americans, As the circumstances seemed to indicate that 
attacks on Jews were being mrde indiscriminately ond upon those of other 
nationalities as well as Americans, it seemed advisable in the protect- 
ion of the interests of the many Americans in Berlin of whom quite a 
number are Jews, that inmedinte steps should be taken to bring the case 
of Mr, Wollf to the attention of the highest authorities in the Reich. 
The ordinary procedure in these cases would have been for the Consulate 
General to take them up with the Police President of Berlin, but as the 
Police President hos recently been eppointed to his post by the National- 
Soci:lists ond as Mr, Goering, one of the leaders of tie National- 
Socin\ist movement, is also in charge of the Prussian Ministry of the 
Interior, there seemed to be much probability thet if I reported the 
cases to the Police Praesidium and to the Prussian Ministry of the 
Interior they would be given routine investigation and that in the 
meantime attacks might continue, I hod the very definite impression 
that in order to protect the interests of our people in Berlin the in- 
formation with regard to these unjustified attacks on Americans should 
be brought to the highest authorities. I therefore on March 6 after 
discussing this with the Ambassador who wes in agreement, addressed 
a letter to him transmitting copies of the affidavits in the cases of 
Messrs. Wollf, Sattler and Dakin. The Embassy immediately took up 
these cases with the ifnister of Foreign Affairs ond in a telegraphic 
report which it made to the Dep-rtuent it has already informed it that 
the cases were brought to the attention of the Chancellor, Hr, Hitler, 
and of the cabinet at a cabinet meeting by the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, 


On March 8 I again transmitted to the Embassy the case of Mr,’ 
Schussler, 


On March 9 it seemed desirable to take these cases up directly 
with the Police President as well, and I therefore arranged to call 
on him thet morning, accompanied by Mr. Geist of the staff. I left 
with the Police President a letter to which were appended the affid- 
avits in tho cases of Messrs, Wollf, Sattler, Dakin, Schussler, Jaffe 
and Friedmann, The Police President expressed appreciation that we 
hed brourht these cases to his attention, had furnished such complete 
dats. ^s that cont ined in the afridavits, expressed regret th-t these 
unprovoked attacks should have been made on American citizens, and 
declared that he would teke immediate and appropriate steps to protect 
our citizens in Berlin from further ettecks and molestation. I took 
the opportunity to express to thc Police President thc hope that as 
the fact these Americans hed made affidavits would probably become 
known, he would see th^t these persons had adequate police protection 
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as otherwise some of them might suffer serious injury irom irrespon- 
sible and uncontrolled persons. The Police President indicated that 
he understood the circumstances and would take the necessary steps. 
I gathered the definite impression that the Police President was 
himself interested in seeing thet Americans and other foreigners in 
Berlin were properly protected end that he would not fail to take 
energetic steps, 


On March 9 I tronsmitted to the Embassy the affidavits of Mr, 
Friedmann and of Mr, Jaffe. On March 13 there were transmitted the 
affidavits of Messrs, Berman, Zuckerman, Roseman and Fuhs. On March 
13 there were transmitted to the Police President the affidavits of 
Lessrs. Berman, Zuckerman, Roseian and Fuhs, 2s well as ^ supplementary 
affidevit executed by Mr, Schussler, the original one having already 
been sent him, 


These attacks on American citizens as well as the others which 
have been reported to the authorities on citizens of other nationalities, 
^re undoubtedly the result of the propaganda aginst the Jews which has 
been a distinct part of the Hitler movement. In 2 speech made in the 
Sport-Palast by Mr, Goebbels, one of the principal lieutenants of the 
present Chancellor, Mr, Hitler, immediately before Mr, Hitler made his 
first specch as Chancellor, Mr. Goebbels indulged before an audience 
of some 12,000 people in unrestrained statements with regard to the 
Jewish newspapers and Jews genernily «cs the enemies of Germany, I 
was prescnt at this meeting and it was difficult to believe that a 
Speech of this kind would bo tolerated immediatcly precoding a spcech 
by the responsible Chancellor of the German Government. Prior to the 
elections on March 5 the admir: ble police force of Germany was able to 
restrain the uniformed National-Sociclists from excesses against the 
Jews and any breachcs of the peace resulted in the arrest of the offend- 
ers, Discipline among the uniformed Nationel-Socialisis, however, was 
also apparently sufficicntly strong to prevent them from these attacks 
on innocent, unarmed persons, The cffcct of the victory at the polls, 
however, on March 5 showed itsclf in the unrestrained actions which 
immediately followed, and it may be assumed I believe that the attacks 
which have been taking place against Americans and other Jews are due 
to this hatred which has been instilled into the young men of the 
National-Socialist movement, 


That the representations of the Embassy had considerable effect 
is apparent from the fact that towards the middle of last week the 
Chancellor issued a statement eddressed to National-Socialist adher~ 
ents, thet attacks on single persons must stop and that discipline 
end order «mong National-Socialist adherents must be maintained, He 
called upon the N^tional-Sociolists to sve that these attacks on 
foreigners werc stopped as they were being made by Communists masquer- 
ading in National~Socialist uniforms, Hc emphasized in his statement 
that these attacks on forcigners were creating a wrong imoression con- 
cerning the National-Socialist movement in forcign countries, 


The evening before Mr. Hitler made this statement in Berlin, Mr. 
Goering, however, had made a speech in Essen in which he declared 
that the police in Germany were not supported by the Government for 
the purpose of protecting Jewish stores, This statement was made in 
connection "ith the acts of uniformed Notional-Socialist adherents 
who interfered with the customers of Jewish department stores in Ber- 
lin ənd other cities in Germany "nd of chrin stores, ond in cort^in 
cascs brought about their temporary closing. 


While tho statcment of Mr. Hitler seemed to bo quito reassuring 
to those who h^d thc impression that tho police hed hod their power 
taken away from them and that these cxecsses might be oxpectcd to 
continuc on the part of uniformed National-Soci^lists, the specch of 
Mr, Gocring was very disturbing, There was cvidunec that the police 
in Berlin nd othr cities whose discipline ond cffoctivonoss are 
well known had had their moralc very much upset. In order to retain 
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their pl^ces and not to bc thrown omong the unemployed, many of the 
police immediately before the elections and after joined the National- 
Socialist movement, Evidence which has come to the Consulate General 
not only through the affidevits herewith transmitted, but from other 
reliable sources, shows that the power hod at least temporarily passed 
from the uniformed police to the so-called "Hilfs-Polizei" in National- 
Socialist uniform, This situation was exceedingly disturbing. 


When I called upon the Police President on March 9 he was particu- 
larly anxious to know whether we had any evidence from Americans to 
the effect that they had called for the assistance of the police and 
that the police had failed to give it. He at that time gave the im 
pression that the police retained thcir authority and th^t he would 
use all his influence, although a National-Socialist, to that end. 


The further cases reported by the Embassy to the Foreign Office 
and by the Consulate General to the Police Preesidium, as already 
set forth in this dispatch, were undoubtedly also brought to the 
attention of the Chancellor and of the leaders of the National-Social~ 
ist movement, and on Sunday, March 12, Mr, Hitler again issued a state- 
ment over the radio addressed to the Netional-Socialist adherents in 
Germany in which he referred in even more emphatic terms than he had 
done earlier in the week to the necessity for the maintenance of discip- 
line and order and of National-Socialists refraining from attacks of 
violence on individuals ond from the performance of any acts which could 
bring the Notionol-Sociclist movement into discredit outside of the 
country. I can find no definite information pointing to the fact, but 
there is much reason to believe that during Saturday, March 11, strict 
orders were issued by the Nationol-Socialist leaders to the district 
leaders throughout the country that attacks on stores, interference with 
persons going in «nd out of shops and attacks on individurls must cease 
ond that disciplinary steps would be undertaken against National-Social- 
ists who broke discipline, The quictness of Sunday end Monday, March 
12 and 13, indicate thet some such unmistakable orders must have been 
issued, 


Vice Chancellor von Papen expressed in my hearing on Saturday 
evening a grave doubt as to whether the National-Socialist groups 
throughout the country were under control. It is 2 grove question, 
and one still open to a good deal of discussion, as to iow much power 
is retained by the Chancellor "nd how much has passed to his more 
radical nomin-l subordinates, such as Gocring, Goebbels ond Roehm; 
Since the elections on March 5 some of the more import-nt thinking 
people in various parts of Germany heve allied themselves with the 
N:tional-Socialist movement in thc hope of tempering its radicalism by 
their action within rather than without tho party. These are very 
usefull® the National-Socialist party, «nd there are indications that 
in the last fow days it has been brought strongly to the attention 
of the Chancellor and of leaders of the movement which ho heads that 
these attacks on Jews, Communists ond department stores, otc. are 
creating a situation not only in Germany, but outside of Germany, which 
is of real danger to the country as well as to the National-Socialist 
party, 


The Consulate General has refrained from giving any information 
to the press with regard to these :ndividual cases, but did on the 
ocension of my visit to the Police President state that I had been 
there to leave the affidavits of tho Americans who had so far executed 
them, The press, however, has been able to get in touch with some of 
thc individuals concerned, and European as well 2s I understand Amer- 
icon newspapers hovo been carrying some of the stories of thc Amer- 
icons who have becn molested, I am of the opinion th t it was a good 
thing th-t some of theso storics which arc undoubtedly correct, received 
publication in the press outside of Germany ^s their publication may 
h;ve had something to do with the two declarations modo to his party 
by Mr, Hitler, and tho newspaper publicity undoubtedly strengthened 
the representations made by the Embassy to the Foreign Office and by 
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this Consulate Gencrel to the Police President, 


It is impossible to make any predictions as to what course events 
will take so far as the safety of lives ond property is concerned. I 
belicve, however, that for the present the excesses will have been 
l-rgely curbed and that greater power again lies with the regular 
police, Whether the uncontrolled young men in Notionel-Socialist 
uniform con be definitely and permanently restrained depends upon 
many factors which are still uncertain. Hatreds have been awakened 
and instilled over a period of years «nd it will be difficult for 
those young men to forget these hatreds unless new ideas displace 
them, Soie occupation will have to be found for these men in unif- 
orm by the present Government or they will have to be taken out of 
the uniform, It is, however, intercsting that the developments with- 
in the last 48 hours show a definite exercise of restraint and ro- 
newcd pressure of authority. 


The Consulate General is giving very careful attention to this 
problem of the protection of the Amoricans in Berlin end in Germany, 
and there is transmitted herewith a copy of a mcmorandum dated March 
6, 1933, which was sent to the consular officers in the country. So 
far only one case has been reported of an attack on an American citizen 
outside of Berlin, It is thc case of Mrs, Jean Klaubor of Munich, and 
a copy of her affidavit is trensmitted herewith, The Consulate Gen-: 
eral will not fail to keep the Department informed of any developments 
in this connection of interest,

by force in an automobile. Next morning Dr. Weiner was found on the

Police headquarters report the following: 


"Here is no doubt that Dr. Weiner fell victim to a savage crime which

On 10th of April at 22:30 hours three men dressed in 34 uniform 

demanded admittance to the lawyer's home in Chemnitz on Stollberg Strasse, 
Preventing an identification they declared that the lawyer was arrested 
and requested him to follow them, The lawyer checked the identification 


Personally and remarked upon a question of his wife that it were in order, 
The behaviour of the men S SO confident that the wife of the Lawyer and 
two of his friends who were then present failed to check with the police 
Station, as repeatedly suggested by the press, although they had an 
emergency telephone in their home by which they could have called the riot 
squads 


The fact is that no warrant for protective custody for the lawyer Weiner 
existed, and no warrant for his arrest was issued to the 34. Weiner 

was not even listed on the boycott roster for Jewish lawyers because he 
W&S a veteran of the last war in which he became an officer. An auto- 
mobile has not been noticed in front of his home, But it is to be 
Supposed that one was parked nearly. The culprits probably drove later

University professors given leave. 


Preiliminery measures against 16 a&ademic teachers with leftist tendencies 


The Prussian Liczistor :of Hiucation, Dr. Rust, yesterday initiated 
the*polivicai coordination of institutions of higher learning, 
already predicted by us, by giving indefinite leave at once to 16 
professors who politically are leftists or moderates. It is not 
yet a case of dismissal, but it must be assumed that these preliminary 
measures will soon be chenged into permanent orders according to the 
new regulctions concerning officials (Beamtengesetz). 


At present meinby lawyers and economists are affected by this order. 
In two cases, however, personalities were affected who are affiliated 
with religous socialism, Professor Dr. Emil Lederer, one of the best 


known German teachers of theoretical economy, was given leave from 
Berlin University; politically his sympathies lie with the social- 


democratic party. Professor M.J. Bonn, former rector of the Berlin 
Handelshochschule (School of Economics), the most important pupil of 
Lujo Brentane and,like he an advocate of political and economic 
liberalism, was given leave from the above institution. The professors 
Herman Heffer (formerly assistant professor of state law in Berlin), 
Mannheim, Horkheimer, Laewe and Hugo Sinzheimer (the wellknown labor 
lew expert and former socialdemecratic member of the Reichstag) as well 
as the philosopher Tillich, a religous socialist, were given leave 
from Frankfurt University. The following were also affected by this 
order: In Cologne, the teacher of state law, Kelsen, formerly of 
Vienne, in Bonn the Professors Loewenstein and Kantorowicz, in Breslau 
professor of law Cohn, around whom centered mmy aisputes within the 
last few months, and his colleague Marak, in “alle the Theologian 
professor Dr. Guenther Dehn (formerly a clergyman in Berlin) who 
likewise is known to have had many conflicts with the student body, 
in Kiel the lawyer Kantorowicz, in Koenigsberg the professor of 
economics Feiler, affiliated with the School of Economics there, formerly 
editor of the "Frankfurter Zeitung" and member of the German Economic 
Council, 
Wolf Telegraphic sgency adds the following commentary. "It is under- 
Stood thet these are only preliminary measures, and many more leaves etc, 
can be expected as soon as the institutions of higher learning will 
have received detailed directives for carrying out the decree." 

We already expressed our hope in yesterday's editorial concerning 
"Intellectual Gleichschaltung" that the regulations of the new law 
Bhould be applied as little as possible to academic teachers.

impoverisation of our academic life if men with a 
like M.J. Bonn Should be permanently deprived of their profesghorinl 


activities, 
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The following resume of the anti-Semitic onsleuzht in Germany 
insofer as this consuler district is concerned, constitutes a narra- 
tion of Leipzig angles as to this flazitious attack upon a helpless 
minority that very probably has had no counterpart in the course of 
the civilized world. The macabre circuunstences thet form the subject 
matter of this report had a fittingly gruesome prelude in Leipzig 
a few hours before they occurred in the form of rites held on one 
of the principal squares of the city on the nicht of November 9, 1338 
in commemoration of fallen martyrs to the Nazi cause prior to the 
political take-over in 1953. To such end apparently anything in 
the corpse catezory that could be remotely associated with Nazi 
martyrdom, had been exhumed. At least five year old remains of 
those who had been considered rowdyish violators of law and order 
at the time, had been pleced in extravasant coffins: arrengdd 
around 2 colossel, flaming urn on the Altermarkt for purposes of 
display, and ultimately conveyed amid marching troops, flaring 
torches and funereal music to the i@hrenhain", Leipzis's Nationa! 
Socialistic burial plot. For this oropazandistic ceremony the entire 
market place had been surrounded with wooden lattice work about ten 
yards high. This was covered with white cloth to form the back- 
ground for black swastikas at least five yercs hizh and broad. 
Flame-spurting urns end zizentie banners completed a Wagnerian ensemble 
as to pomposity of staze setting; but it can not te truthfully report- 
ed that the ceremony aroused anything akin to awe among the crowcs 
who witnessed it. Judsine from a few very suerdedly whispered comments, 
the populace was far more concerned over the wanton waste of materials 
in these days when textiles of any kind ere exceodinzly scarce and 
expensive, rather than being actuated by any verticularly reverent 
emotions. On the other hand for obvious ressons, there were no 
open manifestations of disanprovel. The populace wes destinec to 
be much more perturned the following morninz during the course of 
the most violent debacle the city hac probably ever witnessed. 


The shattering of shop windows, looting of stoves and dwellings 
of Jews which began in the early hours of November 10, 1238, wes 
hailed subsequently in the Nazi press as "a spontaneous wave of 
righteous indignation throughout Germany, 8s è result of the cowardly 
Jewish murder of Third Secretary von Rath in the German Embassy ©? 
Paris." Insofar as a very high percentage of the German populece 
is concerned, a state of popular indiznetion thet would spontaneously 
lead to such excesses, can be considered as non-existent. On the 
contrary, in viewing the ruins and attendent measures employed, ell 
of the locel crowds observed were obviously benunbed over whet had 
happened and aghast over the unprecedented fury of Nazi ects thet 
had been or were taking plece with bewildering rapidity throughout 
their city. The whole lamentable effair wes organized in such & 
sinister fashion, as to lend credence to the theory that the 
execution of it hed involved studied preparation. It has been &8- 
certained by this office that the plen of "goontenoous indignation" 
leaked out in Leinziz several hours tefore news of the death of 
Third Secretary von Rath had been broadcasted at 10 P.M. November 10, 
1938. It is stated upon authority telieved to be reliable, that 
most of the evening wes employed in drawing up lists of fated victims. 
Several persons known to this office were Awars st 9 P.M. on the 
evening of November 9, 1938 that the Hanontanenus" outrage was sche- 
duled for that night sometime after midnisht and several of such 
persons interviewed, stayed up nurposely in order to witness it. 


At 3 a.m. November 10, 1938 was unleashed a berrace of Nazi 
ferocity as had hed no equal hitherto in Germany, or wry likely 
anywhere else in the world since savazery, if ever. Jewish dwellings 
were smashed into and contents demolished or looted. In one of the 
Jewish sections an cighteen year old boy was hurled from a throe story 
window to land with both legs broken on a street littered with burning 
beds and other household furniture and effects from his femily's end 
other apartments. This information was supplied by an attencing 
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physician. It is reported from another quarter that among domestic 
effects thrown out of a Jewish dwelling, a small dog descended four 
flights to a broken spine on a cluttered street. although apnarently 
centered in poor districts, the raid was not confined to the humble 
classes. One apartment of exceptionally refined occupants known to 
this office, was violently ransacked, presumably in a search for 
valuables that was not in vain, and one of the mersuders thrust a 
cane through a priceless mediaeval painting portraying a biblical 
scene. Another apartment of the seme category is known to have 

been turned upside down in the frenzied course of whatever the 
invaders were after. Reported loss of looting of cash, silver, jewelry, 
and otherwise easily convertible articles, have beon frequent. 


Jewish shop windows by the hundreds were systematically and 
wantonly smashed throuzhout the entire city at a loss estimated at 
several millions of marks. There are renorts that substantial 
losses have been sustained on the famous Leipzig "Eruhl", asmany of 
the shop windows at the time of the demolition were filled with 
costly furs that were seized before the windows could be boarded 
up. In proportion to the general destruction of reel estate, 
however, losses of goods ere felt to have been relatively small, 

The spectators who viewed the wreckage when dayli;ht hed errived 

were mostly in such a bewildered mood, that there wes no angor of 
impulsive acts, and the perpetrators probably were too busy in carrying 
out their schedule to take off a whole lot of time for personal 

profit. At all events, the main streets of the city were a positive 
litter of shattered plate class. According to reliable testimony, 

the debacle was executed by S. S. men and Storm Troopers not in 
aniform, each group having been provided with hammers, exes, Crow- 

bars and incendiary bombs. 


Three synagogues in Leipzig were fired simultaneously by 
incendiary bombs and all sacred objects and records deseserated or 
Gestroyed, in most instances hurled through the windows and 
burned in the streets. No attempts whatsoever were made to quench 
the fires, functions of the fire brigade having been confined to 
playing water on adjoining buildings. All of the synagozues were 
irrepairably gutted by flames, and the walls of the two thet are ia 
the close proximity of the consulate are now being razed. The blackened 
frames have teen centers of attraction during the past week of terror 
for eloquently silent and bewildered crowds. One of the largest 
clothing stores in the heert of the city was destroyed by flames from 
incendiary bombs, only the charred walls and gutted roof having been 
left standing. As was the case with the &yzagogues, no attempts on 
the part of the fire brigade were made to extinguish the fire, although 
avparently there was a certain amount of apprehension for adjacent 
property, for the walls of a coffee house next door were covered with 
asbestos and sprayed by the doughty firemen. It is oxtremely diffi- 
cult to believe, but the owners of thc clothing store were actually 
charged with setting the fire end on that basis were dragged from 
their beds at 6 A, M. end clavped into prison. 


Tactics which closely approached the ghoulish took place at 
the Jewish cemetery where the temple was fired together with a 
building occupied by care-takers, tombstones uprootec and graves 
violated. Eye witnesses considered reliable report that ten coroses 
were left unburied at this cemetery for a week's time beceuse all 
grave diggers and cemetery attendants had been arrested. 


Ferocious as was the violation of nronerty, the most nidoous 
phase of the so-called "smntanenusu ection, hasbeen the whole- 
sele arrest and transportation to concentration camps of male German 
Jews between the ages of sixteen and sixty, es well as Jewish men 
without citizenship. This hasbeen taking place daily since the night 
of horror. This office hes no way of accurately checking the numbers 
of such arrests, but there is very little question but what they heve 
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gone into several thousands in Leipzig alone. Having demolished 
dwellings and hurled most of the moveable effects to the streets, 
the insatiably sadistic perpetrators threw many of the trembling in- 
mates into a small stream that flows through the Zoological Perk, 
commanding horrified spectators to spit at them, defile them with 
mud and jeer at their plight. The letter incident has been re- 
peatedly corroborated by German witnesses who were „nauseated in 
telling the tale. The slizhtest manifestation of sympathy evoked 
a positive fury on the part of the nerpetrators, and the crowd 
was powerless to do anything but turn horror-stricken eyes from 
the scene of abuse, or leave the vicinity. These tactics wore 
carried out the entire morning of November lOth without police 
intervention and they were applied to men, women and children, 


There is much evidence of physical violence, including 
several deaths. At least half a dozen cases have teen personally 
observed, victims with bloody, badly bruised feces having fled to 
this office, believing thet as refuzees their desire to emigrate 
could be expedited here. as a matter of fact this consulate has been 
& bedlam of humanity for the pest ten days, most of these visitors 
being desperate women, as their husbends and sons had been taken off 
to concentration camps. 


Similarly violent procedure was applied throuzhout this consular 
district, the amount of havoc wrought depending upon the number ~* 
Jewish establishnents or persons involved, It is understood that 
in many of the smaller communities even more relentless methods 
were employed than was the case in the cities. Reports heve been 
received from Weissenfels to the effect thet the few Jewish families 
there are experiencing great difficulty in purchasing food. It is 
reported that three Aryan professors of the University of Jena 


had voiced disavproval of this insidious drive esainst mankind.

Concerning: Jewish Possessions in France 
EAS SARE SE 


In compliance with the order of the Fuehrer (Fuehrerbefehl) for 
protection of Jewish, cultural possessions, a great number of Jewish 
dwellings remained unguarded, Consequently, many furnishings have 
disappeared, because a guard could, naturally, not be posted. In the 
whole EAST, the administration has found terrible conditions of living 
quarters, and the chances of procurement are so limited that it is not 

ractical to procure any more. Therefore, I beg the FUEHRER to permit 
the seizure of all Jewish home furnishings of Jews in PARIS, who have 
fled, or will leave Shortly, and that of Jews living in all parts of 
the occupied WEST, to relieve the shortage of furnishings in the ad- 
ministration in the FAST, 


2. A great number of leading Jews were, after a short examina- 
tion in PARIS, again released, The attempts on the lives of members 
of the armed forces have not stopped, on tho contrary they continue. 
This reveals an unmistakable plan to disrupt the GERMAN-FRENCH co- 
operation, to force GERMANY to retaliate, and, with this, evoke a new 
Gefense on the part of the French against GERMANY. I suggest to the 
FUEHRER that, instead of executing 100 Frenchmen, we substitute 100 
Jewish bankers, lawyers, etc. It is the Jews in LONDON and NEW YORK 
who incite the French communists to commit acts of violence, and it 
scems only fair that the members of this race should pay for this. 

It is not the little Jews, but the leading Jews in FRANCE, who should 
be held responsible. That would tend to awaken the Anti-Jewish senti- 
ment (Antijudaismus),

In my desire to give you, my Fuehrer, some joy for your birthday 
I take the liberty to present to you a folder containing photos of some of 
the most valuable paintings which my special purpose staff (Einsatzstab), 
in compliance with your order, secured from ownerless Jewish art col- 
lections in the occupied western territories, These photos represent an 
addition to the collection of 53 of the most vaiu-dle objects of art 
delivered some time ago to your collection, his folder also shows only 
a small percentage of the exceptional worth and extent of these objects 
of art, seized by my service command (Dienststelle) in France, and put 
into a safe place on the Reich. 


I beg of you, ny Fuehrer, to give me a chance during my next 
audience to report to you orolly on the whole extent and Scope of this 
art seizure action, I beg you to accept a shert written intermediate 
report of the progress and extent of the art seizure action which will be 
used as a bisis for this later oral report, ond also secept 3 copies of 
the temporary picture catalogues which, too, only show part of the col- 
lection you own, I shall deliver further catalogues which cre now being 
compiled, when they are finished, I shall take the liberty during the 
requested audience to give you, my Fuehrer, another 20 folders of pictures, 
with the hope that this short occupation with the beautiful things of art 
which are nearest to your heart will send a ray of beauty and joy into 
your revered life,

The seizure action began in compliance with the Fuchrer order 
of 17 Sept 1940. At first those art collections were seized which the 
Jews, fleeing from occupied territorics, left behind in Paris, The 
Seizure action was extended to 211 remsining citics and villages of the 
occupied French territory where it was thought that Jewish art collections 
might be hidden, By using 211 possible ways and means we discovered and 
seized all Jewish art collections which were hidden either in Jewish 
homes in Paris, in castles in the provinces or in warehouses and other 
Storage places, The seizure action wns in part very difficult and 
tedious nnd, up to now, not 211 compl.ted, The escaped Jews knew how to 
camouflage the hiding places of these objects of art, and to find them 
was made more difficult by the Frenchmen originelly charged with the 
administration of tho hiding places, The special purpose staff (Einsatz- 
stab) in conneetion with the security police (Sicherhcitsdicnst - SD), 
the squad for the protection of the foreign currency market (Devisen- 
schutzkommando) and by using thcir own ingenutiy succceded in securing 
the main part of art collections, left behind by the escaped Jews, and 
bringing it safely to the Reich, The most important part of the action 
was the securing of 79 collections of well-known Jewish art collectors 
in France, The list of collections is attached hereto, Top place on the 
list is teken by the fomous collections of the Jewish fomily of ROTHSCHILD. 
The difficulty of the seizure action is shown by the fact that the 
ROTHSCHILD collections were distributed over various places in Paris, 
in Bordeaux and in the Loire enstles of the ROTHSCHILDS, and could only 
be found after a long and tedious search, Although the action covered 
the past 2 years, we discovered and secured, through the use of trusted 
agents, quit e a large part of the ROTHSCHILD collection in 1942, 
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_ Besides the seizure of these complete Jewish art enljections, 
we also searched all vacant Jewish apartments in Paris and other places 
for single art objects which might have been left behind, The main jue 
in this action was to ascertain all addresses of Jews, escaped from 
the occupied territories, since we had to overcome quite a few diffi- 
culties on the part of ‘the French police force which naturally tried 
their best to retard our progress. During this svarch through hundreds 
of single Jewish apartments a large amount of art objects were secured, 
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These in this manner secured collections and single pieces of 
art were transferred to central collecting points in Paris, located in 
the so-called Jeu de Paume and rooms of the Louvre, The art expert of 
the special purpose staff inventories, photographed and packed all 
secured objects of art. Taking the inventory was mde more difficult 
by the fact that all data pertaining to the collection were supressed 
by the former owners, For this reason each art object had to be 
examined separately for origin, place where found, and period, The 
work is so designed that at its conclusion the finished inventory will 
represent an unimpeachable document, as far as the historic21 b-ckground 
of the art collection is concerned, It will show, on one side, the monetary, 
and on the other, the historical value. The Jewish owners and collectors 
only judged these collections by their material valuc, Consequently they 
did not recognize the historical value and therefore showed no inclination 
to make these collections available for research, However, this research 
has now been accomplished by the sorely understaffed special purpose staff. 
All their findings were incorporated into 3 temporary books which will 
serve as b-sis for one eatalogue, soon to be compiled. 


During the time from 17 Sept 1940 to 7 April 1943, 10 transports of 
92 cars or a total of 2775 crates were sent to Germany. The contents of 
the crates were: paintings, antique furniture, Gobelins, objects of art, 
etc. Besides all this another special transport of 53 art objects was 
shipped to the Fuc hrerbau in Muenchen, and 594 pieces (paintings, plastics, 
furniture, textiles) delivered to Reichs Marshal (Goering). 


Castle Neuschanstein was designated as the first shelter, After 
this castle was filled, the Bavarian administration for statc-owned castles 
and parks saw fit to relinquish several rooms in the castle Herrenchiemsee 
for further shipments. 


Since these 2 shelters were not enough and since the Bavarian 
administration could not supply any more we rertod 2 more in the neighbor- 
hood; it was made possible through the intervention of the State Treasurer 
(Reichsschatzmeister). We rented sever-l rooms in the former Salesianer 
monastery at Buxheim near Memmingen in Schwaben and the privately owned 
castle Kogl near Voecklabruck at Upper Danube (Oberdonau), The location 
and condition of these 2 shelters is such that they are perfect in regards 
to safety against air attack and fire, and can easily be guarded, All art 
objects are so divided between the 4 shelters that it is possible to con- 
tinue the inventory and care, am that no large collections of valuable 
art objects will be concentrated in any onc place, All measures for 
safety are taken earo cf by the combined efforts of 1) the Bavarian admini- 
stration for castles and parks, 2) the central control of the fire pre- 
vention police, and 3) the local representctives of State and Party. 

In this way the highest degree of safety has been achieved, 


9455 articles in the aforementioned shelters have been completely 
inventoried, as of 1 April 1943. 


The inventory is as follows: 


5255 Paintings 

297 Sculptures 
1372 Pieces antique furniture 

307 Textiles 

2224 Small objects of art, including East-asiatic art 
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The inventory in addition to records of seizure and lists of 
seizure and transport, follows the pattern of the enclosed file card 
(Karteikarte). On this file card is noted all information necessary to 
characterize all objects as to origin, master, technique, time, etc. 
These file cards together with the extended explanations of the men charged 
with taking the inventory constitute the basis for the editing of the 
master catalogue, Besides this there is in preparation a photo-librory 
in one of the central offices in Berlin, as well as in Neuschwanstcin, 
Since the number of technicians was small, the time short, 2nd the 
necessity of a quick expert from Paris was paramount, only the most 
valuable objects were inventoried in Paris, Therefore the inventory ms 
to be continued in the shelters, According to the latest count there 
are approximately 10,000 more objects to be inventoried, 


At present there are 400 crates in Paris, re^dy for shipment 
which will be sent to the Reich as soon as necessary preliminary work 
in Paris is complcted, Should the present 4 shelters not prove 
sufficient for consequent shipments, 2 more ploces, namely the castle 
Bruck near Linz and the camp Seisenegg near Amstctton on the lower 
Danube have been prepared, 


For reasons of fire ‚revention all art objects in the shelters 
had to be unpecked skillfully, These measures were also necessary to 
accomplish the inventory and to continue with the care of the valunble 
art objects. Restoration has begun since many needed it when we acquir ed 
them, At present a repair shop with all necessary tools is being out- 
fitted in Fuessen in which all paintings, picces of furniture and other 
objects will be restored, to safeguard preservation. The unpacking, 
the continuation of the inventory, cna the establishment of the photo- 
library, and too, the editing of the mester catalogue, will take con- 
siderable tine, 


The action of seizure (Fassungaktion) in Paris and oc cupied 
Western territories will be continucd, 2lthough on a reduced scale, 
Since there cre still new art objects of great value to be found. The 
administr-tion of the East now only will seize furniture, but also the 
art objects which might yet be found there, Here too valunble art 
objects were found in the last months, These art objects, found Curing 
the collection of furniture, were also sent to the shelters nd will 
recieve the same treatment as the others, Besides these ob jects, whose 
art value is established, hundreds of modern French peingings were 
seized which from the German standpoint are without value as far as the 
n.tional-socialistic art perception is concerned, These works of modern 
French painters will be listed separately, for a Inter decision as to 
their disposition, 


On orders from the Reichs Marshal some of the works of modern 
and degenerate French art were exchanged in Paris for paintings of known 
value, The exchange was of great advantage to us, Since we received 
87 works by Italian, Dutch and German msters who sre known to be of 
great value, We shall continue to trade whenever a chance presents 
itself. At the completion of the action a proposal as to the disposition 
of the modern and degenerate French paintings will be presented,

Subject: The importation of domestic workers from tho East into the Reich. 
Here: Conference with the General Deputy for Labor mobilization 
on 3 Sept. 1942, 


1) Notice 
On 3 September 1942 a conference, under tho presidency of the General 
Deputy for Labor Mobilization, of tho representatives of the highest Reich 
authorities, the Party Chancollory, as well as of the German Labor front 
(DAF) was held at tho Thuringonhaus, Berlin W. S, for tho discussion of the 
ponding importation of domestic workers from the East from the Ukraine into 
tho Reich. To this Gauleiter Sauckel declared th: following: 


It is the definite wish of the Fuehrer that the law over the duty year 
(Pflichtjahr) for women be not over extended, that all German girls must 
work ono additional year in housekeeping. This position of the Fuehrer is 
motivated by the positive experiences which have been made so far with the 
wonen's Reich's labor service; this service has proved itself to be an in- 
strumnt of political breeding through which the German girls are made 
politically more reliable than through one additional year of private house- 
keeping. Therefore, and this is also the opinion of the Reichsmarshcall and 
of Reichslciter Bormam, the housekeeping problem must be solved through a 
different way than tho aboveementioned one, 


Therefore, the Fuchrer has ordered the inmediate importation of 400,000 
to 500,000 female domestic Eastern workers from the Ukraine between the 
ages of 15 and 35, and has charged the General Deputy for labor mobilization 
with the execution of this action which is to end in about 3 months. In 
con® ction with this -= this is also approved by Reichsleiter Bormann, the 
illegal bringing of female housekeepers into the Reich by members of the 
Armed Forces, or various other agencies, is to be allowed subsequently, and 
furthermore, irrespective of the official recruiting, is not to be prevented, 
The determining factor for the recruiting of Ukrainian female domestic worker 
is this: not according to the specific wish of the Fuchrer only such girls ar 
to bo recruited against whose permanent stay in Germany, to be determined by 
their conduct and their physical appearance, there will be no scruples; it i: 
in accordance with n specific desire of the Fuehrer that the greatest number 
of these girls be germanized through the recruitment. To this, the 
Fuehrer declared that we have to review our school knowledge about 
people migrations, to the extent that the Lebensraum of the Cormanic 
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peoples is not only to be considered from a point of view of the newly 
gained territories at that time, but also from the point of view of the 
region of origin of those peoples. The Germans have spread "like beer", 
Only the young people have loft whereas the old ones remained at home, 
This is the reason why there are, especially in the Ukraine and in the 
northerly part of the Black Sea, such a great number of blond haired and 
blue eyed people who have neither Tatar nor Caucasian appearances. This 
can only be the case of peasants, descendents of settled Germanic tribos; 
to regermanize them can only be a question of time. It is the Fuehrer's 
desire that in 100 years from now 250 million German speaking people will 
live in Europe, 


If, therefore, the recruitment of Ukrainian domestic workers is not 
only under a labor mobilization consideration but also a racial one, it 
ensues forcibly that a special treatment of this labor mobilization measure 
is necessary, which does not exclude the fact that the domestic Ukrainian 
workers are to be consicered in the first place as workers from the East 
and are to be provided with the sign "OST", They are to be employed in 
city households as well as in country households, preferably in familics 
with mony children and essential constructive families (Aufbau Famil ien) 
so that 200,000 of them will be furnished to city households and 200,000 
to country households, In order to prevent a better position of the 
Eastern domestic workers employed in country households as compared to the 
ones employed in cities, the domestic workers from the Ukraine are to re- 
ceive basically the sme food as th German civilian population, Because 
these regulations necessitate a revision of the feeding precepts of Prisoners 
of War md soviet civilian laborers as stated in a communication of the 
Reich's nutrition ministry of April 4, 1942, the Reich's minister for 
nutrition nnd agriculture has asked the General Deputy for labor mobilize 
ation to refrain from the execution of the measures at least until tho 
food situation of the Geman -cople permits the importation of more foreign 
labor forces and a better food sitwntion for the workers from the East can 
be assured. Gauleiter Sauckel Spoke in harshest tems against this stand 
of the Reich's minister for nutrition stating that he refuses to discuss an 
order of the Fuchrer, He added furthermore that irrespective of the inport- 
ation of domestic workers, tho mobilization of one ore million workers from 
the East is being planned, this being the only way te realizo in the years 
to come the Fuehrer's Armament and Stecl production program for the execution 
of the great plans in the West am for the annihilation of the greatest war 
economy of the world, the North American one. For the feeding of this 
million men labor force which number furthermore is equilibrated by the 
fact thst approximately 7 million Geman soldiers sre in greater part sup- 
plied with food from the foreign countries, party member Backe has only to 
solve the organizational problem in order to take advantage of the first 
rate harvest throughout Europe. Never before did a minister for nutrition 
start his functions under such favorable conditions 2s State Secretary Backe, 
The reference to the difficult transportation conditions to bring the foreign 
harvests into tho Reich does not impress Gaulciter Sauckel in the least ; he 
would find ways and means to utilize the harvest and the cattle from the 
Ukraine even if he has to draft the whole Jewry of Europe to use them as 
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a human road for the handling of boxes to the Ukraine, "If the food rations 
both for the Germans and the foreign workers are not increased shortly; 
then ascandal of the greatest proportion will take place", The decreased 
resistence of the bodies - especially with the shortage of doctors - will 
give rise to great epidemics (see Diptheria Epidemy). It is to be request- 
ed from Party member Backe that the proposed increase of bread and meat 
ration be not done with the start of the winter time only but at the end 
of the present allotment period, so that the weakened bodies can build up 
a reserve of strength which will getthem well through the winter, The 
Fuehrer canmot understand the fact that it has to be in the country which 
carries the greatest weight in the fight for the future of Europe that 
most people go hungry while this is not the case with France, Hollend, 
Hungary, and the Ukraine and everywhere else; he desires that this be 

the contrary in tho future. As far as the foreign workors in Germany are 
concerned (with the exception of the workers from the East) a slow pe- 
duction of food on the basis of performance has to be carricd out; it 
cannot be tolerated that lazy Dutchmen or Italians receive bcttcr food 
than a diligent worker from the East. As far as the nutrition is con 
cerned, here too the principle of performanco.has to be applied. Since 
the new nutrition regulation is scen as being feasible by Gaulciter 
Sauckel in the above mentioned way of thinking, therefore, the special 
action of the General Deputy for labor mobilization (GBA) for the import- 
ation of domestic workers from tho East must be coupled with the current 
recruiting commission in the Ukraine. The delegation from October to 
April ef 200,000 to 300,000 male and female workers from the East already 
employcd in the German agriculture to industry factories is not affected 
by this; these forces (incl, the. female ones) will be returned in the 
spring to their original peasant organizations, and there Just as before, 
they will not be employed at home but for agricultural work. A lawful 
greund for the special domestic action, a decree is being prepared, the 
text of which was read at the conference by Councellor in the Ministry 
Dr. Letsch. The recruiting which in the case of thc female domestic work- 
ers will be based especially on voluntariness will bc executed in conncct- 
ion with the office of the Reich's fuchrer SS and tha Chief of the German 
police who jntend to step in for the prc-examination with regard to a 
possible worthiness of becoming a German, Those femele workers from the 
East found to be apt for housekeeping will be marked in a special way by 
the labor and social offices so thet they can be recognized as such on 
the transport lists of the collective shipments, Independent of these 
special shipments of domestic female workers are to be considered since 
Gauleiter Sauckel plans on having brought into the Reich 6,000 Labor 
forces a day. In reference to the treatment of the female domestic 
workers from the East in the Reich, this uation has been talked over 
with the Reich's fuehrer SS and the Chief of*the German Police, the 
Reichswomen officc, the Party Chancellory, the General Deputy for labor 
mobilization, the result being a plan for a notice for tho German House- 
women, The wages of the femaye domestic workers are to bé paid agcording 
to a remuneration table for workers from the East; howeyer, this has to 
be deviated through the fixation of special tariffs by the labor trustees, 
In reference to the Easternwarker's tax for management directors, it was 
decided to ask the Reich's finance minister to higher the Easternworkers 
tax by helf for tho familics of up to three children and to cut it out 
com lotcly for frmilics of 4, children and more, 
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At the end of the conference, the Councellor to the Ministry Letsch - 
as he md done previously with new notices - tried to get the proposed notice 
for the German housewomen ratified by those who took part; however, the 
undersigned protestod against that by demanding a copy to determine his 
position, The representatives of the party chancellory, the nutrition 
ministry and other offices joined in this demand so that Gauleiter Sauckel 
promised to make available the draft of the text for September 4, 1942 with 
the request that final positions be taken by 1400 o'!clock, 


Generally one gathered from this conference that the questions concern- 
ing the recruitment and mobilization as well as the treatment of the female 
domestic workers from the East are being handled by the General Deputy for 
labor mobilization, the Reichsfuchrer SS and the Chief of the German police 
and the party chancellory and that the Reich's ministry for the occupied 
territories of the East is not considered as eompetent or only as half 
competent. In reference to this the undersigned established specifically that 
the Reich's ministry for the occupied territories for the East ms not until 
now mrticimted in the drafting of the notice. He declared furthermore that 
the Reich's ministry for the occupied territories of the East is greatly inter 
ested in the Propaganda for the mobilization of domestic workers, and that it 
be carried out in a favored way considering the necessity to have ‘only 
volunteer forces at the disposition for housekeeping. 


Gauleiter Sauckel took knowledge of this with satisfaction.

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Memorandum for tho Fuehrer 


By a decision of the Fuehrer the Reichsminister for the occupied 
Eastern territories has received the authority to put to use for the 
support of government arrangements in the Eastern territories the available 
household goods of refugees, absent or deported Jews in the occupied 
Western areas, This is the so-called Action "i", For the execution of 
Action "M" the service office West (Dienststelle Westen) has been set up 
in Paris with directive authority in France, Belgium and the Netherlands. 
Up to the present timo about 40,000 tons of housshcld foods have been 
loaded on free transportation spaco (ship and railway) bound for the Reich. 


In recognition of the fact that the requirements of bomb damaged 
persons in the Reich must teke precedence over tho demands of the East, 
the Reich Ministry has placed a major portion (over 19,500 tons) of the 
houschold goods at the disposal of the bomb damaged persons in the Reich. 
The goods have then been transported by the appropriate service office west 
in tho occupied erritory. Likewise, the Reich Ministry will place at 
the disposition of bomb-damaged persons the greatest, portion, at least 
80%, of the goods accruing from Action "N' (sic). For its own purposes 
only those goods which are urgently needed in the East will be reserved. 


The execution of Action "M" has resulted in two categories of 
difficulties up to the present time: 


& Transportation Question, . 
The goods have been transported up to this point as Armed Forces 
(Wehrmacht ) goods by means of railway cars and Ships. The transportation 


authorities (Kommandanturen) now wish to treat the transport rcouirements 
of Action "M" as the transport of the civilian Sector. This would lead 
to unbearable delnys and among other difficulties would require the 
export-approval of the French State. Because of this the following decree 
is required: Goods which the Reich Minister for the East - Service Office 
West (Dienststelle Westen) Paris or their directive authorities in France, 
Belgium and the Netherlands ; declare as goods sccruing from Action "yt, 
arc to be transported as Armed Forces (Wehrmacht) goods. 


be Distribution of furniture among bombod-out persons, 
The giving up of the furniture to bomb-damnged persons is 
being delayed in order that it may be submitted upon inport into the 
Reich territory to handling by the customs. After time-losing determina- 
tion of the value the furniture in many cases is »uctioned to the bomb- 
damaged persons by Chief Financial Commissioners (Obe rfinanzpracsidenten) 
to avoid these red-tape procedures the following decree is proposed: 


l. Goods accruing from Action "M" are exempt from all customs 
handling. For such goods there 2re no obligations or duties to pay. 


2. Bomb damaged districts announce their needs in household 
furnishing under the auspices of the competent Reich defense commissar 
to Reich Ministry for Occupied Eastern Territorics- Central Section. 

The Reich Ministry instigates the immedinte removal of thc objects placed 
at its disposal by its service office West (Dienststelle Westen) and in 
accordance with the indication of the Reich defense commissar ships 
directly to the competent regional directorates (Gauleitungen). These 
give the furniture to the persons suffering the bomb damage on a loan 
basis. The determination of the value of the furniture and the definitive 
acquisition by the person suffering the bomb damage remains in abeyance 
till a later accounting. Up to the time of reckoning the goods are Reich 
property, and are subject to the evaluation right of the Reich Minister 
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nennen 
for the occupiod Eastern territory. 


By these proposals a type of management would be achieved whereby 
persons who have suffered bomb damage would have furniture end house- 
hold goods at their disposal in the shortest possible time, And 
thereby also a portion of their most inmodi^te difficulties would be 
dissipated,

The Reich minister of thc occupied Eastern territories has established 

on 12/6/1942 2 "Centrel Office for the seizure anc safekeeping of cultural 
goods in the scéupied Eastern Territories." Disregardin; exceptional 
cases, in which the ssfe;u-rdin: of endenzered cultural roods is urgent, 
it is desired to keep these zoods in plece for the present. This has been 
agreed upon, accorcing to the z-rcement reached between Armed Forces 

High Command/General St^ff of the General heauquerters, and the Special 
Purpose Steff of keichsleiter Kosenber;. 


d) In the Eastern Theatre of operations, 2lso such cultural -oods ^s do 
not f^»ll under 8 b) - especially muscun pieces - arc to be concealed, 
respectively safeguarded, to seve then fron damage or destruction. 


For the accomplishment of the missions namod in Ie, b and c, the 
"Special Furpose Staff Reichsleiter Losonberg" employs speciel units. 
With the consent of keichslciter koscnboer » the deployment of these 
Special Units is regulated as follows: 


1) For the central steering of the Special Units, according to 
need, a Uclegate of the Special Purpose Staff of Reichsleiter is 
employed, who is director of the Special Units in the /rmy Group 
area, respectively the Jrmy area, This man is oblizated to inform 
the Supreme Commander of the my Group respectively Army in tim, 
of the directives he has received from Reichsleiter Rosenberg or 
from the steff leader, The Supreme Commander is authorized to five 
the delegate directives which aro necessary to avoid disturbing the 
operations. These directives supercede all others. The delegates 
depend upon steady and close cooperation with the G-2 (Intelligence 
Officer), The Special Unit zuthorities can demand the furnishing of 
a liaison man by the delegate to the G-2, The G-2 has to coordinate, 
the missions of the Special Purpose Units with the military intelligence 
(ibwehr) and the secret field police. For the cooperation with the 
defcnse officers, respectively defense offices, the deeisions. reached 
in thc talks between Special Purpose Staff Rosenberg and irmed Forces 
High Command/Forci;n intelligence, will apply. 
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2) The Special Units of Reichsleiter Rosenberg carry out their work 
in their own responsibility ənd according to the directives given by 
Reichsleiter l.osenberz, 


3) For the Accomplishment of the missions described in Ia, b, c, the 
Special Units Reichsleiter hosenberr have the richt to search buildings 
in the theater of operations for relevant material and confiscate it. The 
secret ficld police is to be informed of the confiscations. The secret 
field police furnishes official aid to the Special Units if necessary. 


4) The Jemarertion line between the working territory of the Special 
Units heichsloiter kosenbers and the Special Units of the Chief of the 
Security Police an? the security service is regulated by direct azreement 
between both service offices, 


5) 2) The Special Units belong to the armed Forces, They wear brown 
uniforms with the swastica insisnin, 


b) The Special Units have a stroncth of 20-25 men, their clothes 
and equipment, together with > corresponcinz number of wehicles, is secured 
by the Special Purpose Staff, Reichsleiter kosenberg. 


c) The Special Units are ^lways subordinated, to the service branches 
to which they are attached for the execution of their mission, with respect 
to care, march, accomadation an? rations, 

4) The members of the Special Units are identified by a "service- 
book" of the Special Purpose Staff Reichsleiter Rosenberg, which corresponds 
to the pay-book, This service-book is to contain »lways the rank of the 
owner. It is further notec there, how the owner is to be treated in com- 
parison (E.i., NCO, Officer), The service branch, which receives ^ Special 
Purpose Unit, has to certify on ^ special sheet, provided for this nurpose 
by the service office, the fact onc duration of the deployment with this 
branch as members of the armeg Forces, The service-book counts as identify 
card, 


e) The Special Units aro elirible for medical care. They ^r to 
be vaecinsted acecordins to the orders ziven to the arny. 


f) Distribution f a fuel contin;ent is always to be arranged with 
the chief quartermaster of the army with which ^ special unit is placed, 
Vehicles ^ro to be cared for br the H.K,P, 


2) Fiela postal service of the Special Units uuring movement, is 
carried by wey of the ficla post number of the service branch which həs 
a Special Unit attached. By transformation to long, permanent work, 
applicotion for their own field post number can be made with the army 
ficlc postm-ster concerne, 


h) Unter priority of military necessity the Special Units have the 
right to uso armed Forces telephone and telegraph lines forward, 2nc, when 
possible also to the rear, within the area of the military administrations, 
connection with the armet Forces Telephone Net is to be mace possible, 


i) With regerd to the use of means of transportation, the rules 
deereed for the army also apply to the Special Units, irmed Forces driving 
licenses are to be furnished by the service branch, t5 which a Special 
Unit is sttached, 
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It is to be made certain, th^t the above regulations sre always made known 
to the commanding ^uthorities, which receive Special Units for deployment. 


The Special Units leichsleiter kosenber- ere to be supported in every way 
in the execution of their mission. Particularly, insofar as operations 
permit, ‘cployment Jirectly with the fighting troop is to be made possible, 


IV. Independent of the missions of the Special Units Reichsleiter Rosen- 
berg, in accordance with para-reph I»,b,c, the troops and all military 
service offices employed in the theater of operations, are directed to save 
valuable ^rt monuments whenever possible, anc safeguard them from destruc- 
tions or damages., 


The preliminary sofezuardinz of culturel goods, museums etc. by the troops 
and military service units under subsequent agreement, respectively y&eld 
to Speci^l Units heichsleiter Rosenberg, wins particular significance in 
the occupied Eastern territories where, in contrast to the West and South 
East no organizations for the protection of art have been designated by 
irmed Forces Hish Command/General Staff of the Army/Generals® Quarters.

On 26 March 1941 Reichsleiter Alfred Rosenberg inaugurated as 
the first district of/:.ce of the "Hohe Schule" in Frankfurt/Main the 
Institute for Exploration of the Jewish Question (Frankfurt/Main 
Beckenheimer Landstrasse 68), 


According to the order of the Fuchrer from 29 Jan 1910 the "Hohe 
Schule" is supposed to represent "the center of the national-sccialist 
doctrine and education." At the same time Reichsleiter Rosenberg was 
authorized tco make all necessary preparations for the foundation of the 
"Hohe Schule" in the realm of research anc organization of libraries, 


The district office in Frankfurt/Main, activated uncer those 
preparatory measures, competent for the domain of the Jewish question, 
contains besices a research—cepartment and archives, a voluminsus libra 
whose stock shall be the subject of this article. 


The basis for the library for exploration cf the Jewish questicn is 
made up of the libraries from occupie? territories, confiscatec by the 
Einsatzstab Reichsleiter Rosenberg, in accordance with the orders of the 
Fuehrer from 5 July 190, 17 Sept 1910 and 1 March 1912. This material 
is derived from Jewish property, now centrally collected to serve the 
research, doctrine and education of the German people, 


The most significant book-collections today belonging to the 
Stock cf the "Library for exploration of the Jewish quesiicn", are the 
following:

Directions 
for the handling of the Jewish question 


1) In General 


The competency of the Chief of the Security Police and Security 
Service, who is charged with the mission of solving the Europe^n Jewish 
question, extends even to the occupied eastern provinces. Accordingly, 
the offices undcr the Security Police for the purpose of handling the 
Jewish question in the occupied castern provinces are qualificd for their 
present sphere of activity. 


In the individual Reichs commissariates, and within these, in 
the General commissariates, Jewry represents a portion of the population 
which is very veried in strength. For example, millions of Jews live in 
White Russia and in the Ukraine who have lived here for generations., In 

o: central province of the USSR however, the Jews have moved in, for | 
ar the greatest part, during Bolshevistic times. Those Russian Jews 
followed in the wake of the invading Red army of 1939 and 1940 to East 
Poland, ‚est Ukraine, West tihite Russia, the Baltic lands, Bessarabis, 
Buchenland are onc particular group. 


All measures for the Jewish question in the occupicd castern 
provinces must bo met with the point of view that the whole Jewish question 
wiil be solved in gancral for all of Europe after the wer at the latest. 
They are thorcfore to be instituted as preparatory partial measures and 
must be in agreement with those decisions which may otherwise be met in 
this field, This is especially true for the working of at least temporary 
reception possibilities for Jews out of the Reichs province, 


An eventual act by the civilian population against the Jews is 
not to be prevented as long as this is compatible with the maintenance 
of order and security in the rear of tho fighting troops. Nancly re- 
talitory measurcs, are to be allowed ag-inst the Jews who come into the 
provinces which were newly occupied Wythe Rod Army in tho last few years. 
However, strict measures are to be taken against street mobs and other 
oni clements for whom it concerns only plunder of Jewish stores and 
stealing Jewish property for their own personal gain. 


2) Definition of the term "Jew" 


The peaceful scttlomont of the Jewish question requires the 
previous determining as to who is to be considercd a Jow in the occupiod 
Eastern provinccs. In reference to tho solving of tho Wuropean Jewish 
question and to the strong influence which Jewry had upon the ronainine 
Russian population until the invasion of German troops, ond which it stili 
exercises at present, it appears neccessary from a political, as well as from 
a popular point of view, for the purpose of avoiding a later regaining cf 
strength of the Jows, to grasp the term "Jew" in the most far-reaching sense, 


Therefore, hc is a Jow, who belongs to the Jewish religion, or has 
been recognized as Jowish by othor circumstanecs; he who has a parent who 
is a Jew in accordance with the above sentence is also 2 Jew, 


3) Comprehension, mark of recognition, suspension of the rights of frecdom 
and segregation,

The first mein goal of the German measures must be strict segre- 
gation of Jowry from tho rcst of the population, In tho cxocotion of this, 
first of 211 is the scizing of the Jewish populäce by the introduction of a 
registration order and similar appropriate measures.

This 
is to happen immediately in political and cultural ficlds, whereas in all 
other cases consideration is to be taken that the common interests are nct 
impaired. This is especially truc for the cconomic missions which cre 
important duc to the demands of the war and those which concern the 
national economy. 


An entire reconversion of Jewish professional life must be 
brought about insofar as it docs not deal with wanuel lzborers. The 
group of State employees in the Russian government along with the strongest 
Jewish professional groups sh-ll vanish entirely. Likewise, similar 
professional groups are to be divorcod from the public life, whereby, how- 
ever, the tempo of these üoasuros must correspond with the general economical 
and social need,

For the last 10 days Jews have to be picked up almost daily for the commit- 
ment in the peat industry by units of the ermed forces. While doing SO, 
very considerable difficulties arise because the members of the armed forces 
who get the Jews from the ghetto daily do not want to comply with the regu- 
lations which are issued by the man responsible for work commitment. 


It is agreed that the soldiers take over the Jews in columns at the exit 

of tho ghetto. Actually, however, several soldiers entor the fenced-in 
ghetto and pick up the Jews in question without any permission. During the 
last week, government inspector hottenbercer and the undersigned were 
present, at an early hour, during the dispatching of the Jows, Some soldiers 
also did not follow the instructions of the Keich German workers, enterdd 
the ghetto and got themselves the mon who had worked so far for the units 
in question, It was pointed out to them thot manpower had to be committed 
for specially ur;ont messures. These instructions were not followed by the 
soldiers, but they shouted around in the presence of mor than 1000 Jews, 
and simply took the men away inspite of thc order forbidding it. In one 
instance a soldier arrived the next morning in a steel helmet and again 
did not follow the instructions of the Keich-Gernean manpower. 4 German 
police sergeant was charged with banishing the soldiers from the ghettos 
The sergeant had hardly turned around when the soldier entered the ghetto 
again and got himself again Jews whom he was not supposed to get, and took 
them away. - In another ease, tho undersizned ms just in time to prevent 

a pfc, of the air force from beating a Jewish police men. The Jewish police 
man beat ^ Jew who did not wont to report for a cort^in work. Tho Jewish 
police is doing allright with the daily commitment of =bout 4000 Jews, 
Therefore it must be prevented that Germans attack Jewish police men in the 
presence of thousands of Jews, 


As soon zs Germen soldiers who nick up tho Jewish manpower daily from the 
ghetto, follow the instructions of tho heich-German manpower anc, ^bove 

all, <eep disciplinc, it is possible to get the Jewish manpower ready for 
work considerebly fester every i^y. decordins to av opinion it is ^t least 
necessary that one German police man be placed at the entrance of the ghetto 
daily from 0530 to 0800 hours who ern prevent the illegal scizures by the 
German soldiers,

The resistanco put up by the Jews and bandits could be 
broken only by relentlessly using all our force and energy by 
Gay and night, On 23 April 1943 the Reichs Fuchrer SS issued 
through the Higher SS and Police Fuchrer Rast at Cracow his 
order to complete the combing ^ut of the Warsaw Ghetto with the 
greatest severity and relentless tenacity. therefore decided to 
destroy the entire Jewish residential area by setting every 
block on fire, including the blocks of residential buildings near 
the armament works, One concern after the othor was systematical- 
ly evacuated and subsequently destroyed by fire, The Jews then 
emerged from their hiding places and dug-outs in almost every 
case, Not infrequently, the Jews stayed in the burhing buildings 
until, because of the heat and the fcar of being burned alive 
they preferred to jump down from the upper stories after having 
thrown mattresses and cther uoholsterod articles into the strcot 
from the burning buildings, With their bones broken, they still 
tricd to crawl across the street int- blocks of buildings which 
had not yet been set on fire or were only partly in flames, Of- 
the Jews changed their hiding places during the night, by moving 
into the ruins of burnt-^ut builcinzs, taking refuge there until 
they were found by our patrols, Their stay in the sewers also 
ceased to be pleasant after the first week, Frequently from the 
street, we could hear loud voices coming through the sewer shafts. 
Then the men of the Waffen SS, the Police ^r the Wehrmacht Engi- 
neers courageously climbed down the shafts to bring out the Jews 
and not infrequently they then stumbled over Jews already dead, 
or were shot at. It was always necessary to use smoke candles to 
Crive out the Jews, Thus ^no dey we opened 183 sewer-entrance 
holes and at a fixed time lowered smoke candles into them, with 
the result that the bmdits fled from what they believed to be 
gas to the center of the former Ghetto, where they could then 
be pulle? out of the sewer holes there, A great number of Jews, 
who could not be counted, were exterminated by blowing up sewers 
and dug-outs. 

The tonger the resistance lasted, the tourher the mon of the 
Waffen SS, Police and Wehrmacht became; they fulfilled their duty 
indefatigably in faithful comradeship and stood together as mod- 
els and examples of soldiers, Their duty hours “ften lasted from 
carly morning until late at night, At night, search patrols with 
rags wound round their feet remained at the heals of the Jews 
and gave them no respite, Not infrequently they caught and killed 
Jews who used*the night hours for supplementing their stores 
from abandoned Oug-^outs and for contacting neighboring groups 
^P exchanging news with them, 

Considering that the greater part of the men of the Waffen- 
SS had cnly been trained for three to four wecks before being 
Assigned to this ection, high credit should be given for the 
pluck, courage, and devotion to duty which they showed, It must 
be stated that the Wehrmacht Engineers,too, executed the blowing 
up of dug=outs, sewers, an? concrete buildings with undefatiga- 
bility and arceat devotion to Cuty, Officcrs and men of the 
Police, a large part ofwhom had already been at tho front, again 
excelled by their cashing spirit, 

Only through the continuous and untiring work of all ine 
volved did we succeed in catching a total of 56,865 Jews whos e

the operation. Toc:zy’s operation a total of 1,026 J-ws wore 
c-ucht, of whom 245 were killed, either in bat tle or while 
resisting. l’orcover, a considerable number of bandits and 
ringleaders were also caught, In one case a Jew who had 
already been made ready for transport fired three shots against 
a ist Licutenent of Police, but missed his mark. All the

^ sinels ono gave himself up voluntarily, after his dug-

ily instructions in mv addr2ss of 27 July 1941 in Kowno detefmine the 
final settloment of tho Jewish question in the ares of the Roichs- 
kommissarist Ostland. 

Insofar as furthor mo»suros are taken, especially by the Security Police 
(SIFO), to crrr oct my oral instructions, they will not be affected by 
the following pr-liminery Giroctivos. It is merely tho job of these pro- 
liminary directives to assure thoro, and for such length of timo, minimum 
morsures by tho Gonorel or Ragionel Commissars, where end for es long as 
further mersures are not possible in Sho direction of the final solution 
of the Jewish cusstion. i 


* Ia For tho tina doing only those Jows will bo subject to these 
directives who sre citizens of the Germen Reich, the Protect- 
orat: ef Bohomin and Moravia, of the former Republics of 
Polend, Lithuania, Latvia, Ustonia, of tho USSR or of its 
componowt statos, or stetoloss Jows. 


Other Jews of forcign nrtionrlity, others of mixed blood and 
spouses of Jews, who ere net roady to share the fete of 
their Jewish spouses are to b^ denicd permission to leave 
the ^ro» of the Reichskommissarirt Ostland because it is a 
military sro». Thoyv are to bo watched. In addition they 
ern bo subjectod to tho fellowing msasurcs, mong others: 
obligation to report daily, prohibition of moving, or 
assignment to svecific dwalling, prohibition of leaving 
the municipal area, limitations on circulstion. In cso 
of necessity they er^ to be taken into police custody 
until further decisions can be made. 


A Jow is: whoever descends from at lorst 3 grandparents who

A Jaw is also whoever descends from one or two grandparents 

who ^r^ full Jows by rece, if he 

a) hrlonzs or belonged to the Jewish denomination, or

In cascos of doubt, the district (or municipel) Com issar 
decides, recoreing to his best judem:nt, who is a Jew 
within tho purvisw of these directives.

March 1935, tho difficultv continucs to exist, that one cannot 
atiomnt thc influcnoinr of inc Gornan »oopio b propaganda for 
Support of tho armament, without ondanrorirg intornationallv our 
position, The financing of the arramcat program, airoadv almost 
impossiblc, is being mado cspeciniiv difíicult br that, 


Further, another proroquisito must be prosontod, The print” 
ing press con only be used for the financinr of armament to the 
extcnt hich tho maintenance of money valuc allo s, Each inflation 
increases the prices cf foroign rav materials, and incrcascs she 
prices ~ithin the cowntrv; thus It is a snake, “hich bites its 
tail, Tho fact that ovr arranont had to be camouflaged complctcly 
until 16 March 1935, and for whe higeost part ovon after ards, 
has led to that, that the "rivi nov press has alroadv been mado 

eo: of at tho start of tho arzaiont program; ^ horcas it ~ovld 
ave been natural to put it at sho final point of the financinr, 
Of the 3775 millions in tho porvfolio of tho Reichsbank plus 
866 millions set asiee in bills of cxohanrgo-total of 4641 millions, 
the bills of oxchaare to finance armaxacnt represent +374 millions 
(status of 30 Aprii 1955). The Reiehsban* has invostod most of 
tho Cerman mark sums, availablo to its administration and belong” 
inr to f^rcirncrs, in araamont bills of cxchenge, Thus our 
armament as nartlv fi^ nocd vith the provortv of our political 
onponents, also used for the financing of the armament vrogram 
"orc the 500 millions RP, which came together throurh the Reich 
loan placed at the savinrs banks in Jan 1955, In the vorular 
"udget tho follo inr amoımts cere provided for tho armed forces: 
‘iseal vóar 1953/34 RM 750 millions, fiscal voar 1934/55 RM 1100 
millions, fiscal voar 1955/56 RM 2500 millions, 


Tho sum of tho dkficits of tho budgots increase since 19-8, 
according to the estimate 1955/36, up to 5 to 6 billions RM, 
At present this total doficit is alrcadv boing financed bv short” 
o0: ercdits from the moncv market, Thus it alreadv burdens 
in this emorvnt the possibilitios of use of the »ublic market for

The cxnanding Corman production favors mainly light fucls, 
espceiallv fucl for airplanos,onnd?in addition, óil for airplane 
engines, As to the other kinds roquircd bv the Wehrmacht in 
casc of "ar, "o cannot expect anv improvement for tho timc being;

Bevond that tho Wehrmacht accumulates its orn roscrvcs in 
large storaro houses so that considerable national roscrvos ill

III. Dependency of tho overall supnlv on importis. 


The obstacles to importing encountered to a largo oxtont 
during the last cocks, and “hich have been brourht about br an 
accumulation of cconomic~political ovonts in foreign trado, 
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endanger not onlv tho maintenance of industrial reserves but 
also the continuntion of the storage policy of the Wehrmacht, 
Thov shake tho vcrv foundations of tho motorization program of 
industry and consoquontlv also of Wehrmacht mobilization of 
mochanizod vohiclcs to tho extcnt planned for the caso of var, 


In particular large gaps have been openod: 
1) duc to the Russian prohibition of oxporting potroléum, bv 
“hich the benzol-association supplving about 20% of the Gorman 
market got into considcrable difficultios, 
4) dvo to srddenlv considerably incrcascd demands of tho Rumanians, 
"ho offer fucl only in oxchango for foreien bills proper (Bardc- 
vison) and/or at proatlv incroascd prices in marks, The contri- 
bution of Rumanian imports to tho supplv of Corman requiroments 
vas 40% during tho last voar, Tho firm Olcx “hich contributes 
115 to the Corman markct has already boon forccd, dvo. to tho 
obstruction of Rumanian dclivcrios, to decrease its busincss 
considerably and vill face a closc-dom of its market sunply 
if relicf is not procured before Juno 1936, Duo to this reduction 
of imports similar sto»op2ges aro to be oxpoctod br tho other groat

1) Reduction of mechanized traffic bocauso this ould, in addition 
to precarious cconomic and nsvchological offccts, bring about a 
throttling of Cerman motorization, which in vic; of the rcquiro- 
ments of tho Wehrmacht in case of "ar, would bo a shock to 
mobility and supnlr of ronlacoments, 

2) Just as undcsirable is to bo consiccrod the diminishing of 
roscrves, The industrial rcsorvos constituto the basis for 
mobilization, which has to rolv on firm figures hich romain 
about constant, As a decroase of resorves has already started, 
the further dovolo ment in this direction is to bo countcractod 
immediniclv, Aid from the reserves of the Wehrmacht cannot bo 
erantcd because these modost quantitics being ultimate reserves 
cannot bo diminished vndcr anv circımstanccs,

V. Uniform managomont of tho potroloum industry.

During the last for months the Wehrmacht has roneatedly 
emphasized the unavoidable call for a uniform and planned Stcoring 
of the entire Corman petroloum industry, The prcsont dangerous 
situation of the Corman fucl industry nuts this necessity again 
into tho spotlirht, The lack of storn guidance in the present 
moment must load to soverest damaros to the public and tho docfonso 
of tho country, Tho duty of a management according to plans of 
tho petrolcum industrv must be in the first lino to avort the 
pormanont threat to mechanized traffic and the nreparcdness of 
the Wehrmacht for action lying in tho oxtcnsivo dopondcnev on 
forces outside of tho Corman sphere of control,

Minister Schacht: The situation at nresent is thus:

Cellulose wool is not an adequate substitute, esnecially not 
for export goods. 

The necessity for the closing down of manufacturing plants will soon result 
from this accordingly. . 

It must be decided whether the available gold should be all spent at the 
present sneed or whether it should already be slowed dom. 

Swedish ores are still available for about 3 months. The exnort to Sweden 
becomes more difficult, and thus the import nossibilities decrease, IN| 
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Prime Minister Göring: is of the opinion that our export to Sweden continues, 
so that one can further count on import. 


Minister Schacht: The raw material supply of Germany amounted at the beginning 
of the war to a value of about 7 to 8 billions; now it is less than 1 billion, 


Prime Minister Göring; has heard repeatedly, that export business was refused 
by the Reichminister for Economy. In the future, the departments will be caused 
by him to re-examine such occurences; perhaps then it will work differently than 
until now, i 
Minister Schacht: Increase of our export appears improbable in the near future, 
Further obligations arise through the Foreign Office, the Reichsbahn, Post Office, 
Party and other agencies; soon the consular service cannot be paid any more, 

The time will come, when we will have no longer any reserves of either raw 
materials or foreign exchange ut our disposal. 


Prime Minister Göring: If we have war to-morrow, we must help ourselves by 
Substitutes. Then money will not play any role at all. If that is the case, 
then we must be ready to create the pre-requisites for that in peace, The 
account just described could have also been presented, in his opinion, in 

the meeting this morning. 


Minister Schacht: Publication is recommended for only the smallest eirele. 


Prime Minister CBring: It is necessary to inform the veonle required for the 
execution, 


Minister Schacht: In his opinion only the ministers, not the state secretaries. 
In additicn, each department must be called in individually. 


Prime Minister Göring: The psychological pre-requisites for the correct avproach 
to the work must be created everywhere. The actual work is done by the state- 
secretaries and the experts. In the future one must go much more into detail; 
confidence in the persons employed in this is absolute necessity, 


Prime Minister GBring: summarizes the explanation by Minister Schacht: In short, 
demands on the Reichsb.nk can no longer be covered; only 64 million marks are 
still available, 


Minister Schacht: declares that besides these 64 million Reichsmarks in the 
private banks, there are another 72 million Gold with the Reichsbank, 


Prime Minister GYring: continues with the summary: 
The shortage of raw material is known in its extent. a considerable increase 
is no longer possible, in the opinion of Minister Schacht, 


Minister Schacht: The production of raw materials within Germany finds its limi- 
tation there, when an increuse of prices of exnort goods is created by it, 


Prime Minister C4ring: One can separate requirements within Germany and export, 
Even the smallest details are import.nt. The following appears necessary. 

1) Increase of exvort despite all difficulties. 

2) The raw material coverage within Germany. 

3) The possibly necessary resettlement of workers and food fundamentals for 

the execution of all measures. 

These problems all affect each other, so that the particination of all depart- 
ments is necessary, 

Appropriate example: Position of the farmer, who does not utilize the uvail- 
able possibility of intensifying of fertilizing, because the canital lost is not 
bearable for him in case of bud harvests, In such a case, the risk lying with the 
weather must be partially taken from the farmer by a special organization. 

The Reichministry of Finance must also be consulted greatly in reference to th: 
regular budget. Re-awakening of thriftiness in all fields belongs to this program, 


Minister Popitz: The final conclusions made by Dr. Schacht are clear anc convinc- 
ing, under the condition that the bases for these conclusions are correct, That 


LLLI 
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must be examined. It must be determined again, whether the princinles, according 
to.which the present raw material and foreign currency policy has been carried out 
with such a big success, are unalterable and correct, 

The time when perhaps and inflation is feared is unclear; actually it is 
already here, even if it has a bearable extent, 

an increase of export cannot be expected with the present system. However 
it is to be examined, whether there is not a better system. The b.sis of the 
present economic policy is deflationary., However it appears impossible to 
integrate the deflation into an actually. existing inflation. It must be discussed, 
whether forced economy of export is to be continued. 

It is to be examined further, whether the money for rearmament can be drawn c 
out from the remaining economy, In no case may the condition arise, that the Reiche 
minister for Finance and the Reichminister for Economy push the responsibility for. 
the providing of funds to each other. 

The difference betw.en 2 billion Reichsmarks, which the Reichsbank believes 
to be able to raise on a long term basis, and the 8 to 9 billion Reichsmarks 
required for armament, cannot be covered by taxes, Therefore the following sug- 
gestion: 

1) The raw material question, which can be solved comparatively simply, must 
be attended to at once by a special committee, 

2) Illuminate critically the export question, so to say, in a scientific 
manner, 


nister von Krosigk:  Lconomy of foreign exchange in detail is necessary, In 

that, small things also play a part. Equal saving is necessary in spending money 
within Germany, In contrast to Minister Povitz, he is of the opinion that expenses 
for armament must be taken over more and more by the regular budget, Expenses 
above this budget are to be covered 

&) by long term consolidation of annually some 2 billion marks, 

b) by short term bills of exchange and similarly, 

The finuncing has succeeded un to now by these two means, 

However the danger exists, the short-term bills of exchange can no longer be 
negotiated, so that flooding of the Reichsbank with MEFO bills would have an 
increased printing of banknotes as consequence, 


Minister Popitz: In this case, printing of bank notes is only necessary if the 
money is absolutely necessary for payement of wages among other unavoidable things. 


Minister von Krosigk: The decisive question for that is,.whether inflation would 

actually happen by printing of banknotes to this extent. He does not believe so, 

The increase of prices observed so far was not caused by monetary reasons, but can 

be derived from increase of prices for raw materials and agricultural vroducts, 
o- one cannot speak of an inflation, 


Prime Minister Göring: does not believe that an inflation would happen from the 
monetary angle. 

Measures which in a state with a parliamentary government would probably 
bring about inflation, do not have to have the same results in a totalitarian 
state. 

Important for this is the application of an appropriate propaganda, so that 


the co-operation of the propaganda ministry, promised by the Führer, is of great 
importance. 


Minister Schacht: gives a summary of the holdings of bills of exchange in the 
Reichsbank at present: 


4,353,000,000, --RM bills of exchange 
3,731,000,000.--RM of which are in MEFO bills of exchange 
2,900,000, —-MEFO bills of exchange are deposited in clearing accounts,

Prime Minister Göring: The two sessi ns of the board of experts held so far have 
brought forth interesting discussions, Naturally, opinions frequently disagree. 
The experts are invited to state their concepts in writing. 

Today, discussion concerning the question of substitute-material. "hat ob- 
jections are mude to the production of war-raw materials within the Reich? 


Q0. Schacht: Principly there is nothing to object; a solution of the raw 
material problem by self-producing is absolutely necessary and agreed with, 
theoretically. 

Difficulties are encountered with regurd to: 

.l) serious monctary strain because of investments, Providing money by taxing 
capital is impossible, Circulation of money can not be increased beyond a certain 
amount, Previous measures executed correctly and without danger to monetary 
value. Further increase seems precarious; matter of confidence, This point of 
view alone, however, not determining; possible that funds could be drawn from in- 
dustrial profits. 

2) special seruples, regarding the cases where prices for substitute (Ersatz) 
material are far beyond world-market prices, and therefore the products cannot 
compete. (for example: tires made from BUNA). Adjustment would further increase 
the excise tax on exports, Inflation cannot be chosen, as this would immediately 

upset the state's budget. 

It must be attempted to rroduce those raw materials within Germany which are 
economically favorable; for other raw materials ready reserves for the case of 
mobilization (Mobfall), Especially clear is the situation of flax; the complete 
covering of the requirement is possible; however not with hemp, 

Certain raw materials for war iust be stocked. 

These viewpoints are recognized and followed by the Reich ministry for Economy, 
The execution is mainly dependent on the „uestion of funds. Therefore, necessity 
to save in all fields, to make saved funds available for investment, 


Prime Minister Göring: all measures are to be considered from the standpoint of an 
assured waging of war. 
Ready reserves must ordinarily be accumulated already in peace in certain 
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|». jt is to be attempted to use chean imported raw materials for exnort nur- 
poses, ex^ensive raw materials from within Germany. In cases where the price 
differences are small, probally creation of a settlement is »referred. 


Minister Schacht: This settlement can be carried out either by compulsory mixing 
or by a price settlement Ly the state of the exoensive raw materials, 
In any Case, price supervision «ust be introduced ugain. 


Minister Popitz: Placing of the burden of increased prices on the consumer is 
nossible when the difference is only small, 

The other possible methcd is sales mononoly or wholesale monoroly of certain 
goods, 


Minister Schacht: It is recommendakle not to influence individual, large fields, 
for instance textiles, by nrices; but to concentrate funds for the monetary 
subsidation of other fields of raw materials. 


Minister von Krosigk: The question cunnot generally be judged theoretically, but 
only practically with the use of incividual examples, 
rime Minister C#ring: at first, the specially urgent netrole m question is to 
treated. 
General ugreement to that. 


Minister von Krosigk: Present experience is that the berinnine of new methods of 
sale or price guarantee by the Reich results thus, that soon new and cheaper 
production mehtods are found. This recommends a not too sudden exnansion of 
oroduction. 


Prime Minister F8ring: Waiting for new methods is no longer arpropriute. Plan 
of the iteich forestry office for the utilization of wood is ready. Imnort of 
tisber must be cut down in any cast; strongest demands on Cerman forests to be 
preferred 4t present und can be advocuted, 

It is to be decided, whether ut the beginning, a risk bonus over 6% profit 
is to be granted. 


Minister Schacht: turns against higher profits than 6%. Cuaruntecof interest-

o... von Popitz: In contracts many times rapid cancellation is contemolated, 


Minister Schicht: At the beginning more consideration is recommended, later 
stronger concentration, with profit sharing by the Reich. 


Minister Popitz: requests that the cancellation periods be re-examined b a 
snecial committee, 


Prime Minister Göring: The summary is to be prepured for the next committee 
meeting about: 
1) Inventory of German Raw Materiel possiblities. 
2) Form of the present decrease. 
3) Mobilization requireucnt. 
4) How shall.raw materials be handled? Esnecially clarifications whether 
production within Germany is to start already in peace or whether the stocking 
of reserves is morc important. 
Subject of petroleum also cun be considered concluced, therefore is to be 
handled immediutely, 
In the next council of 'ünisters, discussion of the apricultural question, 
then Minister Durr& and Stute secretary Bucke present, 


Minister von Blomberg: In the fucl industry it is to be decided whether conversion 
to solid fuels should already be carried out in peace, or whether, as in France, 
it is to be prepared for the mobilization cause. If possible and recomnendable, 


increased use of tur coke (Schwelkok), no diesel oil for railroads, 
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Prime Minister CMring: Economy also absolutely necessury and to be insisted on 
in other fields of row materials, 


Minister von Blomberg: Exumine as an example substitution of heavy metal by light 
metal (for instance c uns of .luminum):gener.l increase of the use of glass, 
especially for aerial bombs, maybe also for grenades; use of plastics for wide

Dear General Goring} 


The negotiations eonducted until now in the commission for foreign exchange 
and raw materials which is under your leadership, have already shown the necessity 
of dealing also with the financing of the armed forces there also, I belicve 
the time has now arrived that the commission should take up the treatment of this 
problem. 

AS a prenaratisn of such a discussion I suggest the followinr: 

o Overstepping of the 1936 budget, 

It has been proven, particularly from the decree issued 7 March 1936, that 
the sum of about 10 billions of RM which wus provided for the Wehrmacht for 1936 
is not sufficient, 

l. Additional ex censes in the army are needed in first »lace by 

a) the remilitarizing of the Rhineland 

b) the fortifi ation of the Rhinelund 

c) the setting up of all the 36 divisions already by 1 Oct 1936 

d) the sncedine-un of motorization, narticularly the estatlishment of 4 fully 
motorized Infantry divisions, 

e) the necessity of markedly increasing the reserve ammunition because of 
the increased nunber of divisions, 

f) industrial nrenarations in a great variety of fields 
2. In the navy the required faster increase of nersonnel, the bvilding of a hth 
entry to Wilhelmshaven and the refortification of Helgoland cause additional 
expenses, 
3. air Force 

a) according to an order of the Fuchrer, the settinp un of alleair forre 
units has to be completed on 1 april 1937. Therefore c nsiderable exnenditures 
have to be made in 1936 which at the time when the budget for 1936 wus made, 
were planned for later years only, Special additional exnenses are caused by 
the creation of sufficient ground force personnel, 

b) In the air force the first introduction of new toes has to take place in 
1937. Therefore thc required industrial reparations have to begin in 1936. 

It follows that an additional sum of ut least 3.6 billions of RY’ will be 
needed by the Wehrmacht for 1936. 

Of this about 1 billion RM is allotted to Army and Navy together. In the 
case of the army and Navy, the exccution of the orders and, in consecvence, the 
dead-lines for the nayinents of the deliveries lugged quite considerably behind 
the placing of the orders, Therefore it can be assumed that these 1 billion RM 
will not be necded in cash before 1 Apr. 1937. However, the orders for these 
l billion RM have been placed and in the fiscal year 1937 these 1 billion RM will 
also be needed in cash. 

In the air force the additional expenditures amount to 2600 millions R”. 
Here thc execution of the orders from the budget funds of 1936 as well as of the 

orders for the additional requirements is in full progress. The 2600 millions RM 
for the air force have to b. uade available in the fiscal year 1936, 

aS yet it cannot be ultiastely settled whether the introduction of the two 

years! service will lead to further additional expenses,

Schacht returned from the Führer with the greatest anxiety, since he could not 
agree to the econozic program planned by the Führer. : 

The Fuhrer wants to speak at the Darty convention (Parteitag) about economic 
policy, and wants to emphasize there, that we now want to get free with all our 
energy from foreign countries by production in Cermany, 


Schacht requests urgently, that the Reichminister of “ar warn the Führer 
from this step. 


If the Führer emphasizes in front of the masscs in Nürnberg, he will receive 
a great anount of anplause from the audience, but with it he will bring failure 
* the entire commercial policy. There is only one thing in our needy position: 
he promotion of exnort, Every threat against foreign countries however, will 
show contrary results. 


We have reverses in the field of fuels until the middle of next year, there 
will not be large amounts in the field of rubber, The Renn-process in the field 
of ores is having great difficulties. 


If we now shout out our decision abroad, to make ourselves economically 
independent, then we cut our own throats, because we can no longer survive the 
necessary transitory period, 


Also, it must always be pointed out that Cerman materials are at present 
much too expensive to be used for export, and export alone makes further armament 
possible. 


If the food-basis of the people is not to be endangered, the Tührer must 
refrain from his plan, 


President SCHaCKT concluded, that he again requests urgently to listen to 
is warning, anc that he forwards it to the minister of War, as he will not 
participate in to-morrowts conference,

T: After extensive study of the connected disadvantages, the Reichministry for 
economy has dronned the princinie that one could desist from exnorting all products 
with more than 40% foreign raw materials, Therefore and additional need for 
foreign exchange results for the unkeep of the exnort of 2 million marks with 
the supervisory bourd for base metals. Furthermore the allotment of cash foreign 
exchange to the sunervisory board for bast fibres must be increased from 10 
million marks to 17 million marks, 
Intendanturrat Nierhoff made renorts on the need of the Armed Forces of tex- 

les and leather in the year 1937, which has increased consideratly from the 
requirements of the year 1936 (see inclosure). To fulfill these Armed Forces 
requirements, cash foreign exchange is necessary in the following amounts:

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II. Aluminum 

Report on the requirements of aluminum for the Armed Forces are contained 
in the summary given to thc Reichministry for Economy on 29 Aug, 

Major Czimatis explained that the Reichministry of War did not renounce 
the limitations of the allotments of aluminum to the general industry, as it was 
Said in the letter of the Reichministry for Economy of 21 Aug 1936, but that the 
demands for full delivery to the Armed forces for the programatic rearmament, 
espcecially of the sir Force, will be kept up. 

The Reichministry for Ecónomy considers the full delivery to industry urgently 
necessary also in the interest of the Armed Forces, since by a "strangulation" 
installations important to the armed Forces (power issues) would also be affected 
immediately, and one could therefore count on 4n increased requirement of copper 
and thus of foreign exchange. 

The administration of aluminum by the Supervisory board for base metals is 
being absolutely refused by the Reichministry for Economy, 

Generaldirektor Schirner reports that the negotiations for the import of 
1000 tons of aluminum from Switzerland against delivery ^f Cerman clay and pitch- 
coke are favorable, Also, the nayment of processing wages is to be done with clay. 
However, the import of these 1000 tons is distributed over 6 to 7 months, 

1000 tons more can be obtained in 4 comparitively short time from the Alum- 
inum Ltd from Canada; The negotiations for this are still in process, 

Schirner reported that the stocks of aluminum in the plants is so high 
that he, in case the Reichministry for air should agree to a temporary decrease of 

®:: Stocks, could guarantee full delivery for both the Armed Forces and Industry 
until the opening of the new plants in TSging und Bitterfeld, 

Lt.Col. Ploch consents that the stocks be decre_sed temporarily, 

The Reichministry for Economy orders that the Supervisory board for base 
metals first determine by revision the exact size of the stocks of aluminum for 
the Duren Metal works. and the combined Light Metal works (Vereinigten leicht 
Metall Werke), 

However, if difficulties should arise in the delivery to the armed Forces 
with aluminum, then the Reichministry for Eonomy is ready to take un negotiations 
again,

It must be considered in the calculation of the foreign exchange requirements 
for the upkeep of the export of woolen goods, that the wool industry cannot stand 
more than a 10% decrease of the present amount, if it is to retain its exvort 
capability. Instead of australian wool, one must reach back to about 50% of the 

vailable South-african wool for the exports, The wool available through the 

imitations of value of the clearing agreement is entirely used for export. The 
Calculated amount of foreign exchange und the most urgent requirement within 
Germany of 12 million marks only applies under the condition that there are until 
the end of September still 2 million marks in cash foreign exchange available. 

One can count for the requirement of the armed Forces on an amount of 10 000 
tons raw wool, bused on existing agreement. 24 million marks in cash foreign 
exchange are required for the additional amourit cf 8 152 tons with the price basis 
of 3 OO0 -marks per ton, 

Intendanturrat Nierhoff explained; that à decrease of the demands for quality 
for the armed Forces is no longer bearable. Already 20% cellulose wool is being 
earmarked for uniform cloths, and 4 mixing of 30% scrap wool for overcoats, 

The „mount of foreign exchange of 4 million marks for cuality cotton is 
therefore necessary, because one cannot count any more on the hitherto existing 
compensating transuctions--especially with Egypt after circular 237.

General Field Marshal Goering opened the session by declaring that he in- 
tended to give directives ubout the work for the next months. Everybody knows 
from the press what the world situation looks like and therefore the Fuehrer has 
issued un order to him to carry out a gigantic program compared to which previous 
achievements are insignificant., There ure difficulties in the way which he will 
overcome with utmost energy and ruthlessness, 


The amount of foreign exch.nge has completely dwindled on account of the 
preparation for the Czech Enterprise und this mikes it necessary that it should 
be strongly increased immediately, Furthermore; the foreign credits h.ve been 
greatly overdrawn and thus the strongest exnort activity--stronger than vp to 
now--is in the foreground, For the next weeks an increased export was first 
priority in order to improve the foreign exchange situation, The Reich Ministry 
for Economy should make a plan about raising the export activity by pushing „side 
the current difficulties which prevent export. 


$ These gains made through the export are to be used for increased armament e 
The armament should not be curtailed by the export activity. He received the 
order from the Fuehrer to increase the armament to an abnormal extent, the air 
force having first priority. Within the shortest time the air force is to be 
increased five fold, also the nuvy shovld get armed more rapidly and the army 
should procure large amounts of offensive weapons ut a faster rate, particularly 
heavy artillery nieces and heavy tanks. along with this manufuctured armaments 

must go; expecially fuel, powder and exnlosives are moved into the foreground, 
It should be coupled with the accelerated construction of highways, cunals, and 
partieularly of the rsilrouds. 


To this comes the Four Years! Plan which is to be reorganized according to 
2 points of view. 


In the Four Years! Plan in lst place all the constructions which are in the 
service of armament .. 
arc to be created which really snare foreign exch.nge. 


The substitutes produced by the Four Years! Plan ure to be brovght ranidly 
o circulation, The Reich Ministry for Economy and the other agencies should 
make suggestions by the beginning of November for rapidly increasing the intro- 
duction of the substitutes, The import of materials for which we have substitutes 
has to be drastically curtailcd. 


General Field Marshal Goering enlarged then unon the main problem of the 
session: how can these requirements be fulfilled. 


He is faced with unheurd difficulties. The treasury is empty, the industrial 
capacity is crammed with orders for many years. In spite of these difficulties 
he is going to chunge the situation under „ll circumstances. Memoranda were of 
no help, he desires only positive pronosals. If necessary, he is going to con- 
vert the economy with brutal methods in order to achieve this aim. The time has 
come when private enterprise c.n show whether it has a right for continued exist- 
ence, If it fails, he is gcing over to state enterprise without any regard, He 
is going to make barbaric use of his plenipotentiary power, which was given to 
him by the Fuehrcr. 


All the wishes and plans of the state, party und other agencies who are not 

entirely in this line have to be rejected without pity. Also the ideological 
problems cannot be solved now, there will be time for them liter. He urgently 
cautions against making promises to the workers which can not be kept by him, 
The wishes of the labor front cede entirely into the background, The industry has 
to be fully converted, an immediate investigation of all productive plants is to 
be initiated in order to determine whether they can be converted for armament and 
export or whether they are to be closed down, The problem of the machine industry 
has the first consideration in this respect. There is no place for printing and 
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laundry machines and other machines of that kind, they all have to produce machine 
tocls. In the field of machine tools the priorities of the orders are to be 
investig.ted, and wherever possible, increase in productive canacity is to be 
introduced, It follows without saying that work has to be conducted in 3 shifts. 


It remains now to decide who is going to carry out this task; the state or 
the self-idministrative industry. He requested a proposal from General director 
Zangen for the methods to realize these plans, He warns all agencies, particular- 
ly the labor front, price controller etc, from interfering with these proposals 
in any way. He is going to proceed ruthlessly against every interference on the 
part of the Labor Front. The Labor Front would not receive raw materials and 
workers for its tasks any more, Similarly all other party recuirements have to 
be set „side without consideration, Foreign workers can continue being employed 
except in the particularly secret sections of the enterprise, at the present time 
the plants should not be burdened with unnecessary demands, such as athletic 
fields, casinos or similar desires of the lubor front, Measures proposed by the 
Labor Front have to be submitted to him for approval. 


Raw materials and power are to be subjected to accurate management, Similarly 
the distribution of men has to be orgunized in un entirely different way than it 
has been done until now, The retraining did not function; all'agencies failed. 

i6 recommitment of the youth into the industry will be organized by him on a 
e: large scale. Large state apprenticeships are to be created; besides, the 
ants will bc obliged to hire a certain number of apprentices. A retraining of 
hundreds of thousands of peonle will have to take nlice, Much more work will have 
to be performed by women thun until now, Above 411, the young women have to be 
employed much more. Work periods of eight hours do not exist any more; wherever 
necessary, overtime is to be performed, double and triple shifts are a matter of 
course, Where the workers will protest, as in austria for example, General 
Field Marshal Goering will proceed with forced labor; he will create camps for 
forced labor, The Labor Front should not carry false social ideas among the 
Workers. It is a fact that one generation hus driven the curt into the mud 
through the mutiny of the workers and by being guilty of not having shot thcse 
workers on the spot. Therefore we hud to put the thing in order again. 


Much is to be done at once in thc field of transnortation. The Ministry for 
Transportation should submit a request about the construction of rolling stock 
and about other requirements, The br.nch-canal near the Hermann Goering Works 
is particularly important. It cannot continue that the armed Forces interfere 
with the car park. If that will continue, he will make a decision, because it 
is impossible that the people should starve on account of it. 


® In the agriculture it is of importunce to employ foreign workers, Similarly 
the problem of the agricultural machine hus to be promoted. Of particular im- 
portance is the erection of storehouses, 


The Sudeten lund has to be exploited with all the means. General Field 
Marshal Goering counts upon a complete industrial assimilation of the Slovakia. 
Czech and Slovakia would become Cerman dominions. Everything possible must be 
taken out, The Oder-Danube Canal has to be speeded up. Searches for oil und ore h 
have to be conducted in Slovakia, notably by State Secretury Keppler, 


In the 2nd part of his discussion General Ficld Marshal Goering took up the 
Jewish problem, The Jewish problem had to be tackled now with all methods, because 
they have to get out of the economy. However, the wild bustle of commissars as it 
developed in austria has to be nrevented under all circumstances, These wild 
actions have to cease und the settling of the Jewish problem should not be regarded 
4S a System of providing for inefficient party members, Thereupon Ministry Coune 
cillor Fischboeck was allowed to speak.

State Councillor Schmeer cautioned against more lenient methods in the fight 
against the Jews; Jewish labor units should be established, then the people 
would emigrate of their own accord, State Councillor Neumann warned and expressed 
the opinion that one should use more precaution in this matter, particularly 
in austria. 


Thereupon the meeting was quite surprisingly closed by Ceneral Field Marshal 
Goering without recording the minutes of the meeting or making decisions.

For the consideration of the ussignment of tusks to people, state and the 
Armed Forces, judging of the requirements of raw materials, especially steel, 
appears necessary.

. summary shows that one must count, according to the Fuehrer!s directives, on a 
steel requirement for armament production, which amounts to 
1.08 million tons monthly from 1 Jan 1939 on, that is, it must be 
increased by about 48% of the present contingent. Added to this requirement are 
the increased demands of the Four Years! Plan, the demands of export and the amount 
necessary for the upkeep of the production machine of German economy in the amount 
of 
1.83 million tons monthly from 1 Jan 1939 on; thus this results in 
* total requirement of 
2.9 million tons monthly from l Jan 1939 on, against which there is 
only a monthly production of 
at present 1,8 million tons monthly. 


Furthermore, it must be pointed out, that with the increased use of steel, 
an increased use of the already scarce non-ferrous metals is necessarily coupled; 
the latter also are closely associated with the procurement of foreign exchange, 


The increased rearmament of the armed forces must further affect deeply the 
supply requirements of the armed forces, especi.lly munitions and fuels, There- 
fore, it must be expeeted that the future requirements of the armed forces will 
exceed the present plans (accelerated program for powder and explosives, fuel 
program), which will have an increuse of the steel requirements net yet planned 
as result.
